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Briand to Sail for Home Next Friday 
After Stating France’s Needs Early Next Week

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Premier Briand is still engaged in his 
preparation of a statement on France’s attitude toward land disarma- 
ment which he will present to a plenary session of the Washington con- 


ference Monday, or Wednesday at the latest. 


He expects to leave Wash- 


ington Wednesday or Thursday, to sail from New York Friday. Former 
Premier René Viviani will succeed him as head of the French delegation. 

While pointing out the dangers to France of Germany and to 
Europe in general of the uncertainty of Red Russia, which Briand be- 
lieves now has nearly one million men under arms, the French spokes- 
man will plaee before the conference the French Government project of 
law, now before Parliament, calling for the reduction to eighteen months 
of the French term of military service, and will also announce the ap- 
proaching reduction of the French Army to 500,000 troops. 

It looks now as if it will be practically impossible for the Washing- 
ton conference to take any definite steps on land disarmament, if for no 
other reason, because of the absence from Washington of delegations of 


countries having large armies. 


It is not expected, therefore, that Briand 


will propose any general scheme for the reduction of the world’s armies. 
The American Government is understood to have no such intention and 


neither has the British Government. 


This means that when Briand gets back home he can easily sallay 
the French fears now being expressed in Paris that the Washington 
conference may take away from France part of her army, which she 


regards as her only guarantee of safety. 


Briand will not be able to 


carry back with him any formal assurance of protection which so much 
pf France expected, but he will be able to point out that France's ability 
to protect herself remains unimpaired and that a spirit of love for his 
country was manifested at every turn during his stay in America. 

As for any proposals with regard to the French fleet, it is not 
probable that there will be a great deal of opposition in France provided 
there is recognition of her need of a comparatively larger number of 
smaller craft than an application of the ratios laid down by Mr. Hughes 
for the three big navies would give her. Burdened with debt, France is 
not in position to undertake any large construction of capital ships in 
the next ten years, and she has only seven of them now.

navies the United States did not con- 
sider it necessary to discuss at the 
present stage of the conference proceed-

nations. It was made very clear by Mr. 
Hughes, however, that this was a matter 
to be taken up for later consideration. 
No prposal, even of a tentative char- 
acter, toward a decision in this matter 
in the immediate future has come be- 
fore the conference or its committee on 
armaments as yet. Nor, as far as could 
be learned tonight, has the matter been 
taken up for preliminary consideration 
by the subcommittee of technical naval 
experts which, with Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy Roosevelt presiding, has 
been busily at work during the last two 


| days considering questions of an expert 


character in connection with the naval 
limitation plan. The subcommittee held 
a meeting at the Pan American Build- 
ing this forenoon and met again this 
afternoon for several hours, following 
a conference between Secretary Roose- 
velt and officials at the State Depart- 
ment. 


Shift in Comparative Strength. 


According to most recent naval infor- 
mation available the total tonnage of 
the 138 fighting ships of the French 
Navy is 462,356 and that of the eighty- 
six fighting vessels of the Italian Fleet 
275,622. Of the French tonnage 283,923 
represents seven battleships of the first 
line and seven of the second, while the 
Italian tonnage of four battleships of 
the first and five of the second line ag- 
gregates 158,860. The total tonnage of 
533 British fighting ships is given as 
1,860.480, of which more than half, or 
993,800, represents twenty-six battle- 
ships of the first line and six of the 
second, together with six battle cruisers 
of the first and four of the second line. 

On the basis of present strength there 
would appear td be little ground for in- 
sistence by the British on any severe 
regulation as to the size of the navies

It is understood 
that the Secretary of State pointed 
out that China was the most important 
subject in the Far WHastern field. He 
showed marked sympathy with the con- 
tention of the Chinese Government that 
many of her present internal difficul- 
ties followed naturally upon the radical 

change in her form of government.

In referring to the open door policy, 
he recalled after pointing to the rapid 
advancement of Japan that if the door 
was opened Japan would be on the 
threshold and in a position to be the 
first to enter Cuba economically.

Because of the necessary complication 
of the expert work and need of much 
time, it should not be judged that prog- | 
ress is not being meade. Already, with 
the actual work of the conference just 
begun, rumers of discontent because the 
rapid progress of the first two days is 
not keeping up are being heard. 

An inquisitive person met a leader of 
the British naval delegation today and 
asked him if satisfactory progress were 
being made. 

‘* My Lord!’’ exclaimed the Britisher: 
“we have been two days at work on 
the most complicated problem ever pre- 
sented the admiralties of the world. If 
the public thinks We ought to have fin- 
ished eevrything by now, the public is 
unreasonable. What do you expect in 
less than a week? ”’ 

‘* Well, the world was made in seven 
davs,’’ smartly replied the inquisitive 
one.

Briand next week, before the discussion 
of Far Eastern matters is likely to be 
down to “* brass tacks,’’ the French dele- 
gation held a two-hour session today 
to settle its policy with regard to China. 
The French attitude will be presented in 
detail first to the full committee of the 
conference, but in a general way it is 
known that the French lean far toward 
the American point of view in regard to 
China in all that concerns principles. 
One point on which the French will 
insist is that in giving China back ad- 
ministrative freedom, some assurance 
shall be given that the trade paths into 
China will be Kept open. There aré 
Chinese laws which, if enforcéd us they 
read without the influence that foreign 
powers have been in the habit of ex- 
ercising, Would seriously hamper trade

with the principle that China shall re- 
celve back her térritorial and political 
liberty to the degree that she is capable 
of exercising it. As for extra ter 


France belfevés that China should be 
ready to show that she will give full 
justice to foreigners. 

The French do not see any reason why 
their colony of Indo-China should come 
into the débate. The French say that 
it did not belong to China but to Annam. 
They are ready to consider a frontier 
arrangement between China proper ahd 
Indo-China. The French expect the 
assent of the Americans that their col- 
ony shall not be placed on ‘the confer- 
ence table. 


As for the needs of Japan for raw 
material and trade markéts, the French 
are sympathetic with Nippon, as they 
are, inclined to weigh carefully the Jap- 
anese contention that more room is 
neéded for her increasing population. 
It is on this point that Premifer Briand 
before he left Paris lét it be known that 
he stood ready to act as mediator. 

The French would not make much 
opposition to the ending of the systems 
of spheres of influence. 
France virtually abandoned them ten 
years ago. As for her port of Kouang 
Tcheou, leased from China, she will give 
that up, provided Great Britain gives 
up Wel-hai-wei and Japan gives up 
Shantung, which was leased by the Ger- 
mans at about thé. same time. 

All in all, the French, provided Indo- 
China is not interferéd with, are pre- 
pared to go along with America and 
Great Britain on any general arrange- 
ment with regard to China which they 
regard as opportune and equitable.

Six Points in French Position. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (Associated 
Press).—Francé cannot rest indifferent 
to any settlement of Far Eastérn qués- 
tions, said M. Sartraut, the French Co- 
lonial Minister, in discussing questions 
with newspapér correspondents tonight. 

““T am very sympathetic toward the 
Chinese,’’ M. Sarraut added. ‘‘I have 
an affection for them, acquired during 
the sévén years in which I was Governor 
of Indo-China. I beliéve I know the 
problems of the East, ahd France is 
disposed to consider measures for aid- 
ing Chine® and in helping to make a 
new China.”’ 

Six points express in a general way 
the French attitude toward the pro- 
posals put forth by the Chinese delega- 
tion to the conference, he continued. 
These points are: 


First—France desifes earnestly 
to aid China in realizing her 
aspirations, territorial, . political 
and commercial. 

Second—France would give up 
Kouang Tchéou, which she leased 
from China in 1898, provided 
Great Britain gave up Wei Hei 
Wei and Japan, Shantung, leased 
by the Germans at the same time, 
and the Port Arthur peninsula. 
Third—France would not be un- 
willing to surrénder her extra- 
territorial privileges, were other 
powers willing to do the same. 
France gave up these privileges 
in Japan in 1906 and was in ne- 
gotiation with Turkey to give 
them up there in 1914 when the 
war came. However, the French 
feel that extra - territoriality 
should be maintained until it is 
clear that the Chinese republic 
can give adequate security and 
justice to foreigners. 

Fourth—The French colony of 
Indo-China did not belong to 
China but to ,Annam. Conse- 
quently, Indo-China, the _ great 
French colony with 25,000,000 in- 
habitants, does not come in the 
question, according to the French 
point of viéw. If, however, some 
question should be raised as to 
the rectification of the 900-mile 
Chinese frontier, the French Gov- 
ernmént would be willing to dis- 
cuss the boundary, 

Fifth—France approaches. the 
discussions of Far Eastern ques- 
tions in sympathy with Japan's 
need for expansion and for raw 
material. The French delegation 
desires under all circumstances to 
take a conclliatory and pacific 
role, 

Sixth—France is for open deal- 
ings of the powers with China 
and against any secret negotia- 
tions. 


Says France Wants to Avert Conflict. 


M. Sarraut remarked that he thought

How can you imagine that the Ameri- 
can people will assume for our own sake 
in Western Europe the very commit- 
ments it does not wish to assume for its 
own ake in the Asiatic continent and 
the Asiatic Sea? Moreover, as some in- 
sist on contintiously representing France 
under the garb of a perpetual claimant, 
our spokesmen, notwithstanding all their 
orotests and denials cannot help en- 
couraging the suspicion that they really 
mean to make use of any differences 
that may occur between Great Britain 
and America.

SAYS FRANCE WON'T 
OPPOSE CHINESE 


Ready to Agree to Their Pro- 
posals if Britain and 
Japan Do.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The con- 
ference now confronts its central prob- 
lem—may I say almost the only problem 


of its program?—which is that of the 
Far Hast. 

What did America wish when 
called the nations to Washington? 
Suppress or lessen the risk of war. 
However, it is evident that the naval 
holiday, if it helps the budgets of the 
interested nations and if it limits their 
means of offense, does not lessen the 
risks of war. For that it is necessary 
to reach an accord upon questions of 


the Far East, from which war may 
come. 


The success of the conferenc2, then, 
depends on the possibility of finding a 
satisfactory compromise upon tkese 
questions, without which the naval holi- 
day will be only a questionable stop, and 
the danger which America wished to 
lessen will be more than ever to be 
feared. 


This time the American Government 
did not break any windows. It has per- 
fectly understood that if it proposed a 
program of radical transformation of 
the European régime in China it would 
risk failure. Mr. Hughes in his pre- 
liminary discourse, therefore, remained 
upon the ground of generalities. He 
showed himself conciliatory toward 


every one, throwing bouquets successive- 
ly at Chinese and Japanese and going 
so far as to recognize that Japan may 
have special rights because of her near- 
ness to China. This was not lost upon 
the ears of the French delegates, who 
remember that France [through Indo- 
China] is even nearer than Japan to 
China, Japan being 1,500 kilometers dis- 
tant. 

But finally Mr. Hughes let the Chinese 
speak for themselves. They formed a 
sort of maximum program which singu- 
larly resembles the American program. 
This program is known; it was present 
ed at the Paris Pegce Conference. The 
Chinese ask in substance that Europe, 
America and Japan recognize their full 
sovereignty, sacrificing their privileges 
and substitute. for the régime of zones 
of influence the régime of the open door. 
This program can furnish for all the 
powers matter for ulterior discussions. 

Let us say at once that France, upon 
this point, as upon many others, is very 
close to America and that she will not 
make many objections to the Chinese 
program if it is adopted by Great Brit- 
ain and Japan. We have, then, only 
to wait and say to our friends, English 
and Japanese, ‘‘ You speak first.”’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—This confer- 

ence is so replete with infinite impossi- 

bilities that it is not safe to conclude 
that our opinions of today will be those 
of tomorrow. The great Chinese puzzle 
of the Far East has been set out, but 
statesmen are approaching it gingerly. 

The question of land armaments and all 

questions depending on and issuing from 

them are still in a state of suspense. 

The curtain has been rung down upon 


the first act of this thrilling drama of 
civilization, but no one can foretell how 
the piece will work out, nor even wheth- 
er some of the characters in the cast 
will prove to be heroes or villains. 

But we have provisionally been able 
to form certain opinions about the 
American actors on the stage. I would 
place first a fact of tremendous import, 
that America, half unconsciously it may 
be, has accepted responsibilities insep- 
arable from power, That acceptance 
seemed to be remote when she threw 
overboard the Versailles Treaty, the 
League of Nations covenant and* the 
Anglo-American guarantee to France—in 
short, all consequences deriving from 
her share in the war, whether moral or 
material. The United States seemed to 
wash her hands of everything except her 
local interests in the American :hemi- 
sphere, leaving the rest of civilization 
to shift for itselr. 

It was always certain that America 
could not permanently maintain this 
isolation, since her trade and interest 
ranged everywhere and the ruin of her 
clients affected herself. It was even 
more certain that the rare and real de- 
votion to the interests of humanity ex- 
isting in a people strongly imbued with 
sentiment, emotion and generosity would 
not long permit them to remain appar- 
ently unconcerned as to world suffer- 
ings er scornful of the act of the Good 
Samaritan ona certain somewhat sim- 
ilar occasion. 

We saw the first symptoms in the re- 
cent Presidential election, where Har- 
ding gave good hope to the Republican 
convention that he would in the course 
of time help cure the ills from which 
the world was suffering. The assem- 
bling of this conference showed that 
faith was being justified in works. It 
did not mean that the United States 
had im the least abandoned her dislike 
of entanglements abroad, whether with 
her recent allies or the League of Na- 
tions. But it did imply her readiness 
by precept, effort, and, if necessary, by 
example, to help place the troubled af- 
fairs of the world in order. 

It is perfectly true that armaments 
are only a symptom of the disease, not 
the disease itself, and that the best 
practicable agreement of the States at- 
tending the conference on Far Eastern 
affairs would only represent glorified 
regional arrangement. But it must be 
allowed that things patent to us are not 
invisible to Harding and Hughes. 

It is only a beginning. The Ameri- 
can Government is first setting out to 
do the work immediately under its hand 
which it considers practicable and use- 
ful. It has given an electric shock to 
the world introductory to its new treat- 
ment of world diseases and has given it 
as to armaments because they are the 
most publicly visible. and, unsightly 
symptoms of the disease. It will en- 
deavor similarly to assuage the Far 
Eastern difficulties, again by precept 
and exarnple, and if successful will then 
be able to approach other questions such 
as exchanges, cuirencies, obligatory ar- 
bitration or any other great outstand- 
ing problems with all the authority and 
prestige resulting from a first success. 
That is the big design, as I seem to 
see it here. 

It does not lead on insensibly and by 
degrees to any question of American in- 
terference with the sovereignty of na- 
tions, any alliance, or aay entangle- 
ments requiring the use of American 
armed force. But any contumacious 
people unwilling to follow the American 
lead must not forget the moral authority 
which will soon attach itself to the 
authors of this new course, nor the 
strangle hold in the matters of raw 
materials and finance now possessed by 
this new continent, which is at last set- 
ting about to redress the balance of the 
old. Because onty a part of this plan 
of high endeavor is at present re- 
vealed to ws we musi not keep our eyes 
on the ground and only mark the im- 
prints of the first tentative footsteps 
along the difficult track overgrown with 
the weeds and brambles of centuries, 
but must consider ‘the gréat objective 
and look to the end. 

The second consideration is the proof 
displayed of the absolute sincerity and 
unselfishness of America in the prose- 
cution of her pian. Every one can form 
his own judgment on this matter, but 
ruost of us here no longer require to be 
convinced. The scythe of destruction 
with which America is prepared to cut 
down at one sweep half her naval crop 
is convincing testimony of her ruthless 
righteousness, of that practical idealism 
of which Mr. Balfour has spoken. To 
vary the metaphor, a physician who be- 
gins hy healing himself of a seemingly 
incurable illness is likely to gain the 
confidence of his patients.

CANTON DELEGATE CRITICAL 


Says China’s Proposal Should Have 
Been Statement of Firm Demands. 


A statement by Ma Soo, representative 
of the Canton Government of the South 
China Republic, regarding the Peking 
proposals at Washington Wednesday 


was given out in this city yesterday. 
In part it read: 

““The proposal submitted by the Pe- 
king delegation is a distinct disappoint- 
ment. This is no time for platitudes 
and inane generalities. What the Chi- 
nese people want is some definite action 
for the restitution of China’s rights. 

“*They want the return of Shantung 
and the abrogation of the notorious 
twenty-one demands, the agreement of 
1918, and the series of secret treaties 
which virtually made China the vassal 
of Japan. They want Manchuria and 
Inner Mongolia back, and also Tibet. 
They want the renunciation of the ah- 
noxious spheres of influence and the 
withdrawal of foreign garrisons from 
Chinese soil. ' 

‘The Peking delegation should have 
faced these vital issues, but instead 
they’ have contented themselves with 
the formulation of general ‘principles— 
principles such as the open door and 
the integrity of China—which have been 
affirmed and reaffirmed many times. 

‘““What we want is not the affirma- 
tion or reaffirmation, but the strict en- 
forcement of these principles by the con- 
ference. If the Peking delegation have 
no desire to insist upon this,.\then they 
should go home.”’

These words sum up admirably the 
situation and I have reasons to believe 
that M. Briand and the entire French 
delegation share the view of the shrewd 
Minister for the Colonies. 

The attitude of the various delega- 
tions, when fthey listened to the care- 
fully prepared statement read by Alfred 
Sze, in the name of China, was curious. 
The Americans showed themselves un- 
doubtedly pleased. It may be that it 
was because the principles laid down by 
Mr. Sze were very much:like the prin- 
ciples formulated by Mr. Hughes. The 
French were certainly sympathetic. It 
may be that it was because nothing in 
the statement can seriously injure their 
interests in the Far East. The Italians 
seemed sorry not to have anything to 
say on the subject. The Japanese were 
grave and silent. The British looked 
somewhat sarcastic. 

At one moment a British delegate 
whispered to Premier Briand: ‘‘ What 
would the Chinese representative say if 
we should ask him what authority he 
has to speak in the name of China?”’ 

‘““He would say,’’ was the quick an- 
swer, ‘‘ that he has certainly more au- 
thority than the Soviets had when they 
spoke with you in the name of Russia.”’ 

In any case, we can safely predict 
what will be the position taken by the 
various powers. 

France will once more, as in the naval 
debate, back up America. France will 
have, of course, to ask for some pre- 
cisions about Articles IV. and V. of the 
Chinese proposal. France cannot re- 
nounce certain of her jurisdictional or 
administrative rights in China without 
adequate guarantees. She cannot re- 
nounce any private right, conceded in 
conformity with international law, to 
her citizens. She could. only renounce 
certain public rights which were con- 
ceded to her if all the others would do 
the same. 

But the substantial interests of France 
are not in China. They are ; 
China, bordering on some 1,000 miles of 
the Chinese Republic. And these inter- 


ests require a strong, prosperous, hard-} 


working China. The more China be- 
comes strong and prosperous, the more 
Indo-China will profit by it. And there 
we see that France will foilow the 
same path as America. The line pur- 
sued by the two republics is similar. 
It may be summed up in one sentence: 
Help China to pull herself together and 
organize herself. 

It is nét quite certain that the Japa- 
nese and the British have the same in- 
terest. If they had to give up all their 


public rights in China, it would amount, 


to hara-kiri. A sentence of Secretary 
Hughes must have given some com- 
fort to the Japanese regarding such a 
prospect. ‘‘ We want,” he said, ‘‘ that 
the principle of the open door shall be 


respected in China, but we acknowledge |

But it 
seems to be the fact that they already 
see a@ prospect of not merely removing 
some dangers that exist to the main- 
tenance of international peace but are 
looking to the creation of an atmosphere 
of international good-will which will 
develop into the realization of the hopes 
upon which the conferénce is based. 

The difficulties which have arisen to 
create a feeling that the conference ma- 
ckinery is not running smoothly are not 
as many or as dangerous as might be 
supposed. Great Britain takes issue 
with the proposal of the United States 
that British submarine tonnage should 
be limited to 90,000 and the American 
allotment fixed at the same figure. Ja- 
| pan objects to the five-five-three propor- 
| tion of the American, British and Japan- | 
lese fleets in the future, claiming that 
| Japan is entitled to a larger proportion 
of warship representation in the aggre- 
gate fleets of the three foremost naval 
powers. France is inclined to insist that 
|there should be no agreement on reduc- 
tion and limitation of naval armament 
unless agreement is reached also with 
relation to problems affecting the Far 
East and the Pacific. In addition, there | 
is the British claim that any reduction 
in naval armaments should apply to 
France and Italy as well as Great Brit- 
ain, Japan and the United States. 

The British contention that submarine 
tonnage should be lowered from the 
maximum suggested by the United | 
States is based on the showing that 
British submarine tonnage is below that 
maximum and that it is not® well for 
the world that the number of subma- 
rines. shoyld be increased. That this 
contention will present no insuperable 
obstacle to an agreement is strongly 
believed. 

. There is marked opinion in American 
Quarters that it would he advantageous 














to the well-being of nations to have few 
submarines or even none at all in any 
navy, and the proposal of the British 
that there should be a lowering of the 
American figure is quite in accord with 
the general American policy for a re- 
duction and limitation of naval arma- 
ments. 

The British contention that any agree- 
ment for a reduction and limitation of 
naval armaments should be applied to 
France and Italy has not assumed form 
yet. That a complete disagreement on 
this point between the delegation from 
the British Empire on the one hand 
and the delegations from France and 
Italy on the other would resuit in the 
failure of the armament phase of the 
conference is looked upon as too vision- 
ary. No doubt is felt here that this 
contention will yield to discussion, and 
above everything else neither Govern- 
ment concerned would wreck, the con- 
ference because of this controversy. 


The Japanese opposition to the five- 
five-three proportion for the American, 
British and Japanese navies is regard- 
ed as in the same category. It is point- 
ed out in this connection that even the 
Japanese attitude makes for conference 
success in that it is an acknowledgment 
of the principle that there should be 
the marked reduction which ia contained 
in the proposal to bring the British and 
American fleets to a five-five basis. Ja- 
pan is not contending that there should 
be an increase in the number of ships 
which the American proposal would per- 
mit Great Britain and America to own, 
but that Japan should have a fleet pro- 
portionately greater to the American 
and British fleets than the American 
formula would allow. 

As for the French intention to hold 
that no agreement concerning the re- 
duction and limitation of naval arma- 
ments should be put into effect unless it 
is accompanied by an agreement on Far 
Eastern and Pacific questions, the an- 
swer is that with Great Britain, Japan 
and the United States already on the 
point of understanding that reduction 
and limitation may be accomplished 
without making the agreement contin- 
gent upon a Far Eastern settlement 
there seems to be practical certainty 
that this understanding will be carried 
out by the three leading naval powers 
n any circumstances.

URGES JOINING LEAGUE. 


Yale Divinity School’s Dean Doubts 
Results of Arms Conference. 


BOSTON, Nov. 17.—Acceptance of the 
proposition for the limitation of arma- 
ments as made before the Washington 
conference would be “‘ treating a symp- 
tom instead of the disease,’’ Charles H. 


| Brown, Dean of the Yale Divinity School, 
|asserted here today, in a luncheon ad- 
dress before the Chamber of Commerce. 

Dean Brown said there was a possi- 
'bility that the armament conference 
might open the way for the entrance of 
the United States into the League of 
Nations. | He urged that this country 
get into the league as soon as possible. 

The Wofld War, he said, showed that 
great armaments make for war, not 
peace. 

**Nations get whatAhey prepare for, 
just the same as individuals,’’ the dean 
continued. ‘‘Convictions, ideals, re- 
ligious feeling have been looked upon 
as sentimental moonshine. But the 
practical and material things have all 
but wrecked the white race. 

‘*Today the people of the world hate 
war. The one thing upon which all 
people agree is to take every step which 

| may. be taken in wisdom and conscience 
to prevent a repetition of war. 

“There are three ways to preserve 
peace: First, imperialism—one nation 
imposing its will on all of the rest. 
Rome tried that and so did Germany. 
Both failed. Second, the so-called bal- 
ance of power. This also has failed. 
Third, a better international order under 
Governments, by the consent of the gov- 
erned, enforced by public sentiment of 
the world.”’ 

Such an international understanding 
could be organized, he asserted. 

Dean Brown said he foresaw two pos- 
sible results of the conference: First, 
utter failure; and, second, a possible 
Anglo-American-Japanese treaty, under 
which these three nations would under- 
take to stand for the peace and the 
good order of the world. ’ 

‘‘In the face of the need for ratifi- 
cation by our Senate,’’ Dean Brown de- 
clared, ‘‘ and the fact that on the West 
coast there is a distinct feeling, which 
I greatly regret, against closer relations 
with Japan, I do not seem to see much 
chance of success in this outcome,”

British Group Sald by Peking Rep- 
resentative to Have -Opposed 
Refunding Operation.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—According 
to Chinese authorities who say they 
have collated the known facts the Chi- 
| hese Bankers’ Association, a consortium 
of all the modern Chinese banks, headed 
by the Bank of China and the Bank of 
Communications which has deposits con- 
siderably exceeding $500,000,000 was 
willing to take over the unpaid $5,500,- 
000 loan to China by the Continental 
and Commercial Bank of Chicago, and 
by meeting the interest charges on Nov. 
1 ana making arrangements for the 
periodic retirement of the notes to ab- 
solve the Peking Government from re- 
sponsibility. 

But during the negotiations with the 
Vice Minister of Finance, Pau Fu, and 
the Vice Président of the Chinese-Amer- 
ican Bank, En-Yuan, néego- 
tiated the loan, it was discov- 
ered, the Chinese autioorities say, that 
these two desired tne creation of a spe- 
cial contingent fund of $500,000,000, the 
ultimate purpose of which has not been 
discoverable. 

This caused the Chinese bankers to 
break off negotiations. Efforts were 
then made througn the American repre- 
sentative of the consortium, Frederick 
W. Stevens, for a refunding loan of 
$16,000,000 to repay two impending ma- 
turities, namely $5,500,000 to the Contl- 
nental and Commercial Bank, due Nov. 
1, and a similar sum to the Pacific De- 
velopment Company, and to include $1,- 
500,C00 to meet all the coupons of the 
German Hukwang bonds. There appears 
to have been included in the proposed 
216,000,000 cash advances made by the 
Asia Bank and the International Bank- 
ing Corporation, two American institu- 
tions, that were urging repayment. 

“At this point ’’ said Lenox Simpson, 
adviser to the President of China, 
‘obscurity clouds a clear view of the 
situation. The Wali Street allegation is 
that the whole matter was settled, but 
that on Oct. 27 the American Consortium 
telegraphed to Peking demanding a 
categorical repty ane no reply ever 
came. Some maintain that it was im- 
possible, in a period of 100 hours, to 
get a reply. On the Chinese side it is 
pointed out that there could have been 
no agreement regarding Hukwang bonds 
as Article 2 of the supplementary note 
from the German representative at- 
tached to the Sino-German trade agree- 
ment of last May clearly states that 
China’s indemnity claims against 
many are to be liquidated by $4,000,000 
in cash and the balance in Tsin Pu and 
Hukwang bonds. The Hukwang bonds 
fare thus held forfeited to China. There- 
fore, although the financial representa- 
tives of China may have ignored this 
matter, the diplomatic officers declined 
to do so.

OPPOSE FREE PANAMA CANAL | 


Western Roads Maintain 
Retard Middie West 


CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—Free use of the 
Panama Canal would “ seriously retard 
industrial development in the Middle 
West by giving Atlantic seaport cities 
an undue advantage in freight rates,’’ 
Vice President Chambers of the Atchi- 
sen, Topeka & Santa Fé Railroad told 
representatives of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission today at a hearing 
on the application of transcontinental 
lines for permission to lower rates on 
more than one hundred manufactured 
larticles shipped to the Pacific Coast 
from the Atlantic Coast and nearby ter- 
jritory, from the Gulf Coast and interior 
| oameeact uring regions, such as Chicago, 
and from the Mississippi and Missouri 
River territory. The proposed rates 
would be lower than charges to points 
east of the Pacific Coast. 

“The Panama Canal should carry 
itself,’" Mr. Chambers said. ‘‘ It would 
be poor policy for the people of the 
whole country to pay $400,000,000 for the 
canal and then permit it to be used to 
build up a seaport industrial monopoly 
and put industries everywhere else out 
of business.”” 

Rates of water carriers should be 
under the jurisdiction of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, Mr. Chambers 
contended. If this were done the com- 
mission could prescribe reasonable rates 
for water service which would be stable 
and enable a regular, dependable opera- 
tion of steamship lines. 

Representatives of forty-three steam- 
ship companies were present to combat 
the railroads’ request. Frank Lyons of 
Washington, D. C., representing several 
companies, maintained such a rate re- 
duction would ‘‘,throttle the merchant 
marine, which is just getting on Its 
feet.’’ 


BACKS HUGHES ON RUSSIA. 


Rolandi-Ricci Hopes the Powers 
Will Act as Trustees. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (Associated 
Press).—Hope that the nations partici- 
pating in the armament conference will 
endorse the Russian policy outlined by 
Secretary Hughes in his note to the Far 


Bastern Republic on Sept. 19, was ex- 
pressed tonight by Ambassador Rolandi- 
Rieci of Italy. 

‘Tt cannot foresee the decisions of the 
conference on questions affecting the in- 
tegrity of Russia,”’ he said, in answer to 
questions, ‘‘but I hope and trust that 
Mr. Hughes’s doctrine wiH be endorsed 
by all nations and that the conferring 
powers will act as trustees in protecting 
tussia’s legitimate interests.” 

Ambassador Rolandi-Ricct warmly 
commended what he ‘termed ‘the spirit 
of practical good sense and humanity ”’ 
shown by Mr. Hughes in his note regard- 
ing Russta. After reciting that there 
was not “a single recognized Russian 
Government,” the American Secretary 
said that ‘‘the moral trusteeship of 
Russian interests must devolve upon the 
whole conference,” and expressed con-

FOUNDRYMEN URGE. 
NEW RAIL TRIBUNAL 


National Association Asks Senators 
to Create Public Body to Set- 
tle Labor Disputes. 


Resolutions calling for the establish- 
ment of a public tribunal with power to 
settle all disputes between railroads and 
their employes, and for the ‘ open 
shop with respect to railroads, were 
adopted yesterday by the National 
l‘ouncers* Association at the close of 
its twenty-fifth annual convention at the 
Hotel Astor. The resolutions, after as- 
serting that the ‘uninterrupted and

Instruction, 


OPPOSES AMENDING 


NEW RAILROAD LAW 


Warfield Tells Senate Commit- 
tee It Might Result in Tax- 

payers Supporting Roads. |

PRAISES WORK OF CARRIERS 


Says They Ald in Reconstruction 
and Cut Rates, Although Not 
Getting Adequate Return.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—In the event 
the rate fixing powers of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission are curtailed by 
Congressional action, it may become 
necessary to support the railroads by 
taxation, S. Davies Warfield, President 
of the National Association of Owners 
of Railroad Securities, declared today 
before the Senate Committee on Inter 
state Commerce. Enactment of certain 
amendments which, it is understodd 
will be offered to the Railroad Refund- 
ing bill, would, Mr. Warfield added, re- 
open the whole question of Government 
ownership of railroads. 

“If the great investing institutions, ’ 
Mr. Warfield said, ‘‘ are thus notified 
fhat Congress and the commission are 
not at least @ndeavoring to secure the 
stated reasonable return on public ser- 
vice property, taken in the aggregate 
then the oportunity of the carriers to 
secure money from permanént investing 
sources to supply this public service, 
will be greatly limited, and it is a grave 
question whether it will not reach the 
extent of requiring Government railroad 
financing through taxation.”’ 

In his statement to the committee Mr. 
Warfield said that the railroads through 
failing to receive ‘‘the fixed return” 
provided in the Transportation act, are 
contributing their part in the economic 
reconstruction of thé country, and ‘‘ that 
the time has come when we.must face 
the seriousness of the outcome of action 
taken by this committee and the Con- 
gress that may involve the abandonment 
of the private operation of rail trans- 
portation. 

““If Congress,’’ he continued, ‘‘ adopts 
the suggestion that the related railroad 
freight rates shall go dewn as the un- 
regulated price of commodities go down, 
accompanied by the requirement that 
freight rates shall go up as the prices 
of commodities go up, impracticable of 
accomplishment, such a policy can only 
be accupted, if at all, by frankly adopt- 
ing at the same time the policy of sup- 
plying the deficit by taxation. Would 
not the operation of the railroads under 
such a policy become a governmental 
function and inevitable losses be sup- 
ported by taxing all the people; no such 
result can be attained under private in- 
vestment in railroad securities and under 
private opération. 


Says Govérnment Should Bear Loss. 


““If Congress shall decide that the 
vare requirements essential to the trans- 
portation of an article of commerce by 


rail is not to be regarded as a necessary 
part of its cost delivered at its destina- 
tion or where sold, then the Govern- 
ment should sustain the loss incident to 
such a policy. 

“If thé farmer or the owner of a pri- 
vate business—unregulated and free °> 
pursue any policy in management, dis- 
tribution or competition, whether sound 
cr unsound—can secure the declaration 
by Congress, in effect, that their prod- 
ucts, over which Congress has no con- 
trol either as to production or price, 
shall be carried by a railroad, privately 
owned but regulated by the Government 
in its every sphere of activity, for less 
than will produce the reasonable return 
now contemplated by the act, such a 
declaration can only be considered as a 
notice \that railroad properties can no 
longer be expected to be supported 
through the investment of funds held in 
trust or by private investors. 

‘If the conclusion is reached that the 
products of any particular section of 
the country or of any industry should 
be ‘transported without such products 
jbearing their just proportion of the rev- 
enue essential to operate the transporta- 
tion system, as a whole, it would appear 
that the time has come when the loss 
incident to such a policy should be met 
by taxation. The considerations under- 
lying such a policy would be political in 
character and should be supported by 
political authority, which would be re- 
sponsible for resuits and for. the waste 
incident thereto or impaired service that 
might result.’”’ 


Points to Cuts in Rates. 


Mr. Warfield pointed out that the 
railroads ‘‘ have lowered and are still 
reducing rates in the interest of recon- 
struction, not in the interest of the rail- 
roads, and when less than half the re- 
turn called for by the act is realized.’’ 


He filed with the committee a letter 
fron: Commissioner Lewis of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to Con- 
gressmian Sandres, a member of the 
House Interstate Commerce Commission, 
dated Oct. 26, 1921, in which was shown 
the number of rate reductions which 
would ‘be shortly available. He stated 
that the shippers did not realize what 
substantial reductions are being made. 

“It is reliably estimated,””’ Mr. War- 
field added, ‘‘that on the volume of 
traffic handled last year the saving to 
shippers and the corresponding loss to 
the carriers will amount to approxi- 
mately $214,000,000.per annum, which is 
approximately two-fifths of the total 
net railway operating income of all 
Class 1 railroads for the year ended 
Aug. 21. 1921. With an estimated in- 
crease of 5 per cent. in the volume of 
business for 1922, the total railway op- 
erating income would be approximately 
$834,000,0U0, if these reductions had not 
been made; these reductions will, how- 
ever, reduce this ance by $214,000,000, 
or approximately one-fourth of what 
would otherwise have been paid by the 
shippers and received by the carriers. 
The figures’named would result in 4 
return of 3.3 per cent. on the commis- 
sion's tentative valuation of the carriers 
as a whole. Unless there are substan- 
tial reductions made in railway operat- 
ing costs, it is evident that sufficient 
net operating revenue would not be re- 
ceived to maintain transportation.’’ 

Officials of mutua} savings banks, to 
the number of fifty, were also present 
and filed a protest against changes in 
the transportation act, as did also rep- 
resentatives of life insurance companies, 
among tthe latter the New York Life, 
the Metropolitan and the Massachu- 
setts Mutual.

Q.—Well, it is true that a company might 
not be insolvent in the sense that you could 
throw it into bankruptcy merely because 
there was a deficit, because it might be 
going on and paying its bills from time to 
time; but the fact as to whether there was a 
surplus or a deficit, an actual surplus or a

ting up a balance sheet, isn’t it? A.—The 
main object is to set forth the condition both 
as to assets and liabilities.

PELLETIER’S PLEA DENIED. 


Court Refuses Delay on Charges for 
Fight in Boston Mayoralty Race. 
BOSTON, Nov. 17.—The Supreme 

Court denied today a motion for delay 

on the petition of Attorney General 

Allen for the removal from office of 

District Attorney Joseph C. Pelletier. 

The decision was announced from the 

bench by Chief Justice Rugg. Attorney 

Feneral Allen, who with Pelletier, was 
present by direction of the Court, then

moved that the pleadings in the case be 
ordered completed by Monday. The 
Court took this motion under advise- 


ment. 

District Attorney Pelletier had asked 
for postponement of pleadings until 
January because, he said, his candidacy 
for Mayor would occupy much of his 
attention until after ejection day next 
month, and because he felt the proceed- 
ings would not have been brought at 
this time if he were not a candidate. 
The Attorney General, who. filed the 
charges against Pelletier © alleging 
various instances of misconduct, con- 
tended that political considerations 
should not be permitted to interfere with 
the prosecution of the charges, 

In denying Pelletier’s motion the 
Court said that decision was without 
prejudice to the right of the District 
Attorney to renew the motion after 
pleadings had been completed. 

It would be virtually impossible to 
complete pleadings before next Monday, 
Mr. Pelletier said, adding that special 
pleas had to be prepared and he ought 
to have at least a month to meet the 
charges of the Attorney General. One! 
witness, fie said, was out of the country ]} 
and he did not know where to find him. 

Referring to Mr. Pelletier’s mayoralty 
campaign, Attorney General Allen called 
attention to an _ alleged stenographic 
record of remarks derogatory to the 
Court, said to have been made by the 
District Attorney at a public gathering. 

“A public officer under oath to main- 
tain the honor of this and other courts 
has assailed the honor of this court dur- 
ing the time he has asked to. have this 
case stayed,”’ Mr. Allen said. “In view 
of these statements I ask that summary 
action be taken.” 

Supreme Court Justice De Gourcy 
later denied a similar motion of Pelletier 
for postponement of action on a petition 
for his disbarment. The District At- 
torney was allowed the right, however.

The first violence in connection with 
the strike was reported yesterday when 
police reserves from the Fourth Avenue 
station in Brooklyn were called to end 
a disturbance in the factory of M. 
Finkelstein & Son, 3,901 New Utrecht 
Avenue. Six patrolmen reached the 
shop before the reserves and saved a 
striker, Tavino Salarve, a presser, of 111 
Jackson Avenue, Long Island City, from 
a serious beating. Salarve was treated 
by a physician for cuts on the face and 
was held in $500 bail for a hearing 
Tuesday by Magistrate O'Neill in the 
Fifth Avenue Court. 

The police reported that six strikers 
tried to persuade the twenty workers in 
the factory, an “open shop,” to leave 
their work but were rebuffed. The 
strikers left and returned with milk 
bottles which, according to the police, 
they threw into the shop, nearly in- 
juring some of the girls at work. 

The men workers chased the strikers 
and seized Salarve and dragged him 
back to the factory, where a general 
fight ensued when Salarve’s companions 
tried to take him away from his cap- 
tors. Patrolman Taylor rescued 
Salarve. 

Charles M. Sussman, spokesman for 
the American Cloak and Suit Manufac- 
turers’ Association, said he did not wish 
to enter into a controversy with Presi- 
dent Schlesinger in regard to the stand- 
ing of the association in the trade, ad- 
ding: “If anybody wishes to state that 
a body of 900 manufacturers, employ- 
ers of 20,000 workers, producing 50 per 
cent of the cloaks for the City of New 
York, are not regarded as a factor in 
the situation, then all we can say is 
that we leave that question to the judg- 
ment of the public.” 


WRECK ON ELEVATED 
IN DENSE CiitCAGO FOG 
One Man Is Kilied and Score 
Hurt When Express Runs Into 
Kear End of Train. 





CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—One man was 
fatally injured and a score of others 
were hurt, some _ seriously, When a 
heavily loaded Chicago and Oak Park 
elevated express this morning crashed 
into the rear end of another in West 
Chicago. 

Patrick McGuire, a guard, was crushed 
in the wreckage, but retained conscious- 


ness and directed the work of firemen | 


Who burned their way through the 
wreckage to him with acetplene torches. 
He died this afternoon. 

Three steel coaches were demonlished 
and several victinis were pinned be- 
neath the wreckage. Firemen with 
acetyline torches cut through the twist- 
¢d metal to reach them, 

The first train was leaving the Craw- 
ford Avenue station when a speeding 
fice-car all-steel express dashed out of 


the fog and crashed through the rear of | 


the car ahead. Two heavy steel cars 


were telescoped. Most of the seriously | 


injured were in these coaches. 

Three hundred passengers in other 
cars were thrown to the floor and showe 
ered with broken glass. Many suffered 
minor cuts and bruises, wut were able 
ts yreeced cu other trains after receiv- 
ing fitet aiZz ‘vhe more seriously in- 
dus were removed by firemen to a 
near-by restaurant, where napkins were 
used for emergency bandages’ while 
waitin= the arrival of physicians and 
ambulances. 

Officials of the elevated lines said, 
witer an investigation, that the motor- 
man of the express failed to see tha 
first train because of the dense fog and 
mist. 

Frank R. Doyle, aged 45, the motor- 
man on the express, Was taken into cus- 
tody by the police. He declared he had 
done everything possible to stop his 
train as soon as he saw the local ahead, 
but was unable to prevent the crash.

SISTERS DREW LOTS 
FOR DEATH BY POISON 


Survivor, Held tent M urder, Re- 
veals Strange Tragedy for Love 
of Hungarian Officer.

30 DAYS FOR LANDLORD

Thirty days in prison and a fine of $250 
was the punishment of Sampel Joseph- 
son, a landlord, of 1,541 Vyse Avenue, 
the Bronx, when he was arraigned for 
sentence yesterday before Justices Her- 
bert, Edwards and Kernochan, in Spe- 
clal Sessions, after being found guilty 
of failure to supply hot water to a 
tenant.

It is practically tmpossible for the 
officers of a submarine to visit a 
merchantman at sea and examine her 
papers and cargo. It {is practically 
impossible for them to make a prize 
of her; and, if they cannot put a prize 
crew on board of her, they cannot 
sink her without leaving her crew and 
all on board of her to the mercy of the 
sea in her small boats. * * * Mani- 
festiy, submarines cannot be used 
against merchantmen, as the last few 
weeks have shown, without an inevi- 
tab!e violation of many sacred princi- 
ples of justice and humanity. 


In May, 1917, Mr. BALFrouR was a 
guest at a luncheon given in this city 
by the Chamber of Commerce, and in 
the course of an address he denounced 
submarine warfare as it was carried 
on by Germany against merchant- 
men: 

Peaceable traders do not merely 
have their ships taken in, adjudged in

-Not English. by P. Y. CHIEN, a Chi- 
nese journalist now in this country as the 
representative of The Social Welfare, a 
periodical published in Peking and 
Tientsin. His contribution ,was inter- 
esting in both substance and form, for 
not only did it present from direct, per- 
sonal knowledge much new information 
as to present conditions in China, but it 
did it in language that illustrated in 
almost every sentence the fact that the 
writer's native speech was one es- 
sentially different from English. 

Yet Mr. CHIEN writes English with 
complete lucidity and all of his sentences 
are well constructed. He makes vastly 
better work of it than most Occidentals 
would of Chinese after years of study, 
and it is doubtful if even a George Bor- 
row would do so well, but constantly he 
used our words in a way just a little 
different from our way, and the effect, 
therefore, while not at all displeasing, 
is to deprive his article of the serious- 
ness it was intended to have, inas- 
much as the reader’s attention is dis- 
tracted from what Mr. CHIEN had to 
say to his manner of saying it. 

His English, evidently, is grammar 
and dictionary English—not exactly a 
dead tongue, but still not quite alive. 

That an unarmed man

nuclei of new governmental structure.”

Partisan Famine Committee, and to the

larly timely and confirms information 
which I received at the time from sources 
of indisputable authority. There was no 
“plot”? against the Bolshevist régime 
by the Moscow committee. Nobody who 
knew anything of its members ever be- 
lieved that there was. 

What really happened was this: When 
the representatives of the committee 
reached the villages and towns they were 
|} spontaneously hailed by 
representatives of a new governmental 
power. It was assumed that the hateful 
Bolshevist régime was ended. Even the 
| local Bolshevist officials, in many cases, 
openly and publicly abandoned their 
posts and turned over their functions to

self-governing bodies—which all 
know anything of the Russian democracy 
have always said would occur. 

Because he has been represented by a 
section of the ‘Liberal.’ press as a 
reactionary, and as being in favor of the 
restoration of the monarchy, it is good 
to have Professor Miliukov’s ringing 
| declaration of equal hostility to the Bol- 
sheviki and the monarchist reaction- 
aries. There is not the slightest reason 
for doubting his statement that the Rus- 
sian monarchist groups abroad—in this 
country not less than in Europe, let me 
observe—are supported “by German 
reactionaries who look forward to the 
restoration of monarchy in Russia, 
hoping to follow it up by a coup de’état 
in Germany.” It is true, as he says, that 
the German reactionaries dream of ‘‘a 
German-Russian combination with the 
idea of revanche against Western 
Europe.” 

When I was in Germany, just a year 
ago, I heard this desire expressed by 
leading German monarchists. I learned 
at that time that the strong groups of 
Russian monarchists in Germany were 
well financed and that their organiza- 
tion reached out into several other coun- 
tries. They were living in far greater 
comfort than other Russian emigres in 
Europe. There was no secret about their 
close relations with the German monarch- 
ists, and it was quite well understood 
that Herr Hugo Stinnes was financing 
their monarchist and anti-Semitic propa- 
ganda. I have no doubt that the propa- 
ganda of the Russian monarchist 
groups in this and other countries is 
financed and directed from Germany. 
Vladivostok and Yokohama have become 
important centres of this German- 
Russian monarchist and Jew-baiting 
campaign, I may add. It is significant 
that all this propaganda is saturated 
with venemous hatred against the Jews. 
Nothing is more certain than that the 
Jews of Russia would he the victims of

of the Bolsheviki—which even their de- 
fenders now admit to be inevitable—be 
followed by the triumph of the reaction- 
ary monarchists. 

Professor Miliukov and his colleague, 
M. Avksentiev, as the authorized and 
trusted representatives of the Russian 
democracy, should receive the unstinted 
support, moral and material, of the en- 
tire American nation. For the reason 
which I have here outlined, they should 
receive the special support of our fellow- 
citizens of Jewish ancestry and faith, 
since they represent the most effective

Our Relations With Latin America 
Also. Involved. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Latin America may not be materially 
interested in the actual reduction of the 
military equipment of the. big nations. 
but it is tremendously interested fn the 
type of international morality that will 
spring from the Washington conference: 
for to the smaller nations to the south 
of us such a parley can raise but one 
important question: Will the solution 
of the questions involved disarm sus- 
Ppicion ang increase our confidence in 
the stronger powers, especially in the 
colossus of the north that has always 
protested friendliness despite its queer 
behavior at certain times? The mere 
fact that Latin American republics are 
not represented at the oonferenaa does 
not minimize their importance at all. 
They will be interested observers, not 
innocent bystanders, when every ques- 
tion is put and decided. 

Basically, to be sure, the issues to be 
fought out at the arms parley are 
neither Far Eastern, racial nor national. 
They are world problems and the eco- 
nomic and commercial ‘actors responsi- 
ble for armament are as operative in 
Chile as they are in China. It is only 
| a matter of degree and geographical po- 
| Sition. Does not Chilé, for instance, 
| have her problem of the Pacific? The 
| oil of Colombia, the untapped but known 
| resources of Venezuela, and the inevita- 
| ble internal development of Brazil—can 
| not all such matters reach their natural 
| solution in a new business code founded 
upon a complete and sincere understand- 
ing of each nation’s desires and needs? 
Indeed, is it not sensible to suspect 
that any commercial accident may place 
any republic to the south of us in the 
same relative position as China now 
holds? And if such an emergency 
| arises, how shall we be prepared to 
| meet it unless we adopt a more con- 
structive and permanent policy? 

The answers to these questions will 
| be shaped by what is done at the Wash- 
| ington conference within the next few 
| months. Our prestige in Latin America. 
never a very tangible, marketable or 
even necessary product, will rise or fall 
}in the measure with which we try to 
| Settle our present problems permanently 
| and aright. China is the symbol of 
| Latin American hopes and fears—not of 
what may happen immediately perhaps, 
| but what the future muy have in store.

Reject Blame for Failure to Hold 
Nov. 1 Meeting. 


To the Edifor of The New York Times: 

Permit me to call your attention to a 
most salient fact in connection with the 
strike of the International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment Workers’ Union against the Cloak, 
Suit and Skirt Manufacturers’ Protect- 
ive Association.

We had been willing 
j}to submit our remedy and listen to 
theirs, compare notes and, if possible, 
come to an agreement.

What good was 
a meeting which would either not be 
attended by the union delegates or which 
at the very outset invalidated the docu- 
ment which created it—the agreement 
according to which both sides were to 
submit their proposals, these proposals 
to be listened to and discussed?

Resolution Calling for “One Work- 
ingman’’ in Delegations Defeated 
at Garden City Synod.

GARDEN CITY, L. IL, Nov. 17.—Be- 
cause New York City means Wall Street 
to so many peopie outside of the metrop- 
olis. the Right Rev. Paul Matthews of 
Trenton, Bishop of New Jerse y, wants 
the national headquarters of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church moved from} 
New York to Washington, D. C., which 
he terms ‘‘ neutral ground.” 2 

He advocated this step today at the 
eighth annual synod of the Episcopal 
Province of New York, New Jersey and 
Porto Rico, which closed this afternoon. 
The sessions were conducted in the 
Cathedral of the Incarnation. 

“It is generally assumed that 
York is Wail Street and that the 
of Wall Street hangs over everything 
which is done there,’’ said Bishop Mat- 
thews. Theimpre ssion furtber is that | 
you cannot come to New York without 
coming under the influence of Wall 
Street. 

** TI think it would be a great thing for 
our Church io have its national head- 
quarters in such neutral ground as the 
National Capital.”’ 

Bishop Matthews said he wanted the 
Episcopal prelate who would reside in 
Washington to be made an Archbishop, 
an ecclesiastical office which the Epis- 


copal Church in this country never has 
had. He said ne wanted this presiding 
Bishop or ‘“ Archbishop”’ to be elected 
not by the Diocese of Washington, but 
by the Episcopal Church as a whole. 

“Our Archbishop at Washington 
should be what we call ‘a swivel-chair 
man’; I’ mean he should not have to 
administer any diocese,’’ Bishop Mat- 
thews said.

on “The Future Development, of the 
Synod,’’ on which subject he was ap- 
pointed to lead a discussion. The Bishop 
said the present system of holdiag an 
annual synod did not justify the time 
und the expense. Bishop Matthews advo- 
cated a reduction of the number of 
delegates from each diocese to the House 
of Deputies of the General Convention | 
from eight, as it-is now, to four—two 
clergymen and two laymen. 

‘“‘T am in favor of the General Con- 
vention meeting only once in five years 
fnstead of three years. It cost $25,000 
for the General Convention of 1910 to 
meet,’’ the Bisnop said. 

The resolution brought before’ the 
synod by its Social Service Commission | 
that dioceses includ: ‘one working | 
man’ in their delegations to the Gen- 
eral Convention was recommitted a sec- 
ond time today, and when finally pre- 
sented by that committee and adopted 
‘the working man’ was out.

Anti-Prohibition Sentiments. 


Nearly 1,000 persons attended the 
twenty-seventh annual dinner of the 
New York Credit Men's Association at 
the Hotel Astor last evening.

Eliot Says Legal Profession Is 
Deteriorating. 

BOSTON, Nov. 17.—The American peo- 
ple are ‘“ facing no _ greater danger than 
the decline of the legal profession,’’ | 
Dr. Charles E. Eliot, President Emeri- 
tus of Harvard University, asserted in 
addressing the Boston University Law 
School today. 

“To regard law as a means for mak- 
ing a large income is very dangerous,” 
he said. ‘‘I must confess there are 
many bad examples of this among the 
leading lawyers in large cities. 

“The method of regurdng the 
profession as merely a means for ob- 
teining large fees is being <iiscrodited 
now. he law fee shui.d be based on 
the riskiness of the ease, not on the 
income of the client. Public service 
should be the motive of the law.’’ 

He condemned. refusal of judgeships 
by attorneys because of the lack of 
fees. 

‘* Service,’’ he said, ‘‘ shoul] not be 
in the material sense bat in the moral | 


sense, making for the advancement of 
the profession.’’ 


ESTATE SHRINKS $300,000.

CHICAGO, Nov. 17.—An_ apparent 
shrinkage of $500,000 in the estate of

wife. 


Ruth is one of the four daughters by 
Mr. Hanna's third marriage. When th: 


third Mrs. Hanna obtained her divorce 
in 1916 Mr. Hanna settled upon her the 


income from $2,000,000 for life, leaving 
the principal in a trust fund to be 
divided among the daughters and’ an 
shorted daughter, Mrs. Hanna’s child 
y a former marriage, on the mother’s 
death. The other children are Elizabeth, 
daughter of the second Mrs. Hanna; 
and three sons—Mark, Carl and Dan Jr. 
—children of Mr. Hanna’s first wife. 
Elizabeth was provided for at the time 
cr her mother’s divorce by a trust fund 1 
of $500,000, which went to Elizabeth at 
her mother’s death along with the sec- 
ond Mrs. Hanna’s personal fortune of 


None of Mr. Hanna's wives was a 
beneficiary in the will, two being dead 
and provision having been made for the 
third and fourth. The fourth Mrs. 
Hanna, who was childless, received 
$35,000 a year for life and-an estate at 
Stockbridge. 


Sons Got Bulk in Will. 


In the will filed for probate Mr. Hanna 
left the bulk of the estate to his three 
sons and pointed out that he had already

“~-** Ruth is especially Gevout,’’ said Mrs.

HOWAT OUSTED FROM UNION 


United Mine Workers Formally Ex- 
pels Kansas Labor Leader. 


PITTSBURG, Kan., Nov. 17.—Alexan- 
der M. Howat, for twenty years a figure 
in labor controversies in the Kansas 
coal fields, stood today automatically 
and permaently expelled from the United 
Mine Workers, of America, with rein- 
statement possible only through action 
by the Executive Board of the Interna- 
tional Union. Expelled with him were 
those officials of his administration who 
recently were deposed on order of John 
L. Lewis, President of the International 


Union, and who have kept the suspend- 
ed administration alive several weeks in 
defiance of the international. 

Howat and August Dorchy, the deposed 
Vice President, are in jail at Columbus, 
Kan.,. serving sentences of six months 
each for violating the State Industrial 
Court law by calling strikes in an in- 
dustry regarded as essential to the pub- 
lic welfare. 

Their expulsion was announced last 
night by Van A. Bittner of Pittsburgh, 
Pa., special representative of the In- 
ternational Union, sent here to take 
charge of the Kansas district affair. 
Bittner’s announcement also said he 
would proceed immediately to’ suspend 
from membership approximately 4,000 
Kansas miners who have failed to obey 
an order by the international to go back 
to work. 

The strike was called by the men Sept. 
30, in protest against the incarceration 
of Howat and Dorchy. The men sus- 
pended~may obtain reinstatement by 
paying fees of $10 each to the union 
treasury, as provided by the organiza- 
tion’s constitution. 

About sixty thousand dollars worth of 
provisions soon will arrive in District 
14 for the striking miners, it was an- 
nounced today by William Orr, traveling 
Auditor for the Central States Whole- 
sale Co-operative Association, which has 
been furnishing supplies and éxtending 
credit to the strikers, and which is con- 
trolled entirely by mine workers of ILlli- 
nois. 

Orr said Frank Farrington, President 
of the Illinois mfners, had authorized 
the immediate shipment of the provi- 
sions. He also announced that John H. 
Walker, President of the Illinois State 
Federation of Labor, will arrive here 
within a few days to address the strik- 
ing miners of Kansas.

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WILSON’S WAY OF CARRYING ON WAR 


Partisan Dislike in Congre

Yesterday’s instalment was the story 
of this country’s declagation ‘of war, 
after Wilson’s long deliberation and at- 
tempts at mediation. 


CHAPTER XXIX. 
CARRYING ON. 


HE critics of the President will 

ask the qtestion: What was the 

President doing to prepare the 

country for war, which to him 

seemed inevitable? From the in- 
side, and without the blare of trumpets, 
he was quietly engaged in conferring 
with the heads of the Army and Navy 
Departments. Indeed, from the min- 
ute the third Lusitania note was dis- 
patched, actual preparations for war 
were begun. Immediately upon the 
dispatch of the note, the following state- 
ment was issued from the White House, 
under date of July 21, 1916: 

‘‘ White House, Washington, 
July 21, 1916. 

“The President in association with 
the heads of departments, regardless 
of present-day conditions or controver- 
sies, has long been giving a great deal 
of consideration to the preparation of a 
reasonable and adequate naval program, 
which he intends to propose to Congress 
at the proper time. 

“That is one,of the things he is now 
considering in the quiet of Cornish. He 
fcels, now that the note has been dis- 
patched, that it is best, for the time 
being, to drop the discussion of it ax 
far as he is concerned, and is turning 
to questions of permanent national pol- 
icy. 

‘‘Of course he realizes that he must 
have the best practical advice obtaina- 
ble in this matter and is seeking for it 
from every available source. In fact, 
it is known that the best minds of the 
various departments of the Government, 
both of the army and the navy, are 
now and have been at work on these 
important matters for some time; that 
is, he is secking advice from the men 
in those departments who have been 
most directly in touch with the new 
conditions of defense that havt been 
evolved out of modern experience. He 
not only wishes advice from those who 
have a knowledge of actual modern con- 
ditions of. warfare, but he is seeking 
light from those who are able to under- 








stand and comprehend the altered con-|. 


ditions of land and naval warfare. He 
wishes the navy to stand upon an 
equality with the most efficient and 
serviceable. 

“As to the army, it is known here 
that he is preparing to incorporate in 
his next message to Congress @ pro- 
gram in regard to the development 
and equipment of the army and a 
proper training of the citizens of the 
United States to arms which, while in 
every way consistent with American 
traditions and national policy, will be 
of such a charaeter as to commend it- 
self to every patriotic and practical 
mind. In this matter he is working 
with the Secretary of War and his pro- 
fessional associates, who, it is under- 
stood, have reached some very definite 
conclusions on these exceedingly im- 
portant matters. He is anxious. to 
have a program that will be definite 
and positive, and wishes to have the 
information in hand before laying the 
matter before the committees of the 
Senate and House.”’ 

Contemporaneously with this state- 
ment was issued the following state- 
ment, which was prepared by the Prest- 
dent, but—issued over my name—the full 
significance of which was not apparent 
at the time: 


The note (third Lusitania note) 
having been dispatched, the President 
felt that it was best to drop further 
discussion of the matter for the pres- 
ent, as far as he was concerned. He 
will be free. now to devote his time to 
a full consideration of a matter that 
the country has for a long time been 
thoughtful of —that is, a reasonable 
program of national defense. ‘ 
course, this. program will be consid- 
ered regardless of present-day con- 
ditions. 

It is known that the President has 
been considering this important mat- 
ter in all its aspects, and has been 
in touch with the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy re- 
garding it. It is also known in of- 
ficial circles here that -the President 
had taken steps before leaving for 
Cornish to instruct. the Army and 
Navy Departments to make ready for 
his consideration a careful program 
of national defense in preparation for 
the presentation of his views to Con- 
gress at the proper time. 

He desires to have the program 
based on the most practicable lines 
obtainable from the departments, and 
it is said that the best minds in the 
departments are. at present at work 
on the subject. He hopes that the 
program will express the best tra- 
ditions of the country and not_lose 
sight of modern ‘experience. He is 
anxious to have a program that will 
be definite and positive, and wishes 
to have the information in hand be- 
fore laying the matter before the com- 
mittees of the Senate and the House. 


On July 21, 1915, he addressed the fol- 
lowing letters to the Seeretary of War 


and the Secretary of the Navy, re- 
spectively : 
The White House, Washington, 
July 21, 1915. 

My Dear Mr. Secretary: 

j have been giving scarcely less 
thought than you yourself have, to the 
question of adequate preparation for 
national defense, and I am anxious, 
as you know, to incorporate in my 
next message to Congress a program 
regarding the development and equip- 
ment of the army and a proper train- 
ing of our citizens to arms which, 
while in every way consistent with 
our traditions and our national policy, 
will be of such a character as to com- 
mend itself to every patriotic and 
practical mind. 

1 know that you have been much in 
conference with your professional as- 
sociates in the department and that 
you have yourself come to some very 
definite conclusions on these exceed- 
ingly important matters. I shall be 
away from Washington for a few 
days, but I would be very much 
obliged if you would be kind enough 
to- prepare for me a program, with 
estimates, of what you and the best 
informed soldiers :in your counsels 
think the country ought to undertake 

to do. I should like to. discuss this 
program with you at as éarly a time 
’ as it can be made ready. Whether we 
c reasonably propose the whole of 
it ‘to the Congress immediately or not 
+ we can determine when’ we have 
‘studied it. The important thing now 
is to know and know fully what we 
need. Congress will certainly wel- 
come such advice and follow it to the 
limit of its opportunity.

HYLAN TO SERVE OUT 
HIS TERM, HE SAYS 


Repudiates Rumors That He 
Will Be Candidate for Gov- 
ernor or the Bench. 


TOO GRATEFUL TO THE CITY 


Sees No Need for Shake-Up of Of- 
ficials—Too Busy to Harbor 
Animosities. 


Rumors that Mayor Hylan might be 
a candidate for Governor next year or 
that he might leave the City Hall for 
‘a’ place on the Supreme Court bench 
were discounted yesterday by the Mayor 
himself, who. said in an interview that 
nothing could tempt him to give up his 
present job and that he intended to 
serve out his four-year term as Mayor. 

“I intend, please God, to remain 
Mayor of this city for the: full term of 
{four years,’ said the Mayor. ‘‘ There 
is no offer that would induce me to re- 
linquish that post after the wonderful 
vote given me by the people of this 
city at the last election.

WITH PIANO MOVERS 


Fight Follows Pursuit of Auto 
Track—Reserves Save De-

After an exeiting chase-of fourteen 
blocks through the’ streets ‘of the Bronx 
last night, five detectives of Inspector 
Dominick Henry’s staff arrested three 
piano movers, but not before the sleuths 
had received a severe beating.

It is natural that the operas fn which 
Mme. Galli-Curci is expected to shine 
should make their appearance promptly 
in the season at the Metropolitan’ Opera 
House. Donizetti's “ Lucia di Lammer- 
moor ”’ fs one of these, and it came, ac- 
cordingly, at the third performance last 
evening. The audience was large and 
expressed satisfaction at the usual 
points. 

The cast was one that could do ample 
justice to the opera, numbering besides 
Mme. Galli-Curci, Messrs. Gigli, Danise 
and Mardones. The opera, of course, 


affords one of Mme. Galli-Curci’s most 
important réles, and she sang the part 
with the beauty of voice that is always 
expo of her, She was beset in the 
pe Spe ry with some of her unfortunate 
iculties with the pitch, but later in 
the opera she measurably overcame 
them; and tn the matter of phrasing ‘and 
breath control there was much to com- 
mend An her singing. In the ‘‘ mad 
scene’ she exercised a certain circum- 
spection in her delivery of the coloratura 
passages which were, therefore, not ex- 
actly brilliant; but they had much neat- 
ness and finish, for the most part. 

The best singing otherwise was heard 
from Mr. Danise, whose representation 
of the part of Lord Enrico Ashton was 
admirable. Mr. Gigli’s warmth and 
sincerity as Edyardo were grateful to 
observe, yet it seemed that the part was 
not one of the most favorable for him. 

Five new scenes, painted by James 
Fox, made the old opera look young 
again; the vast bright interiors, it is 
true, were somewhat like Scottish castles 
furbished up by American millionaires, 
but the Laird Ashton’s rocky glen and 
loch and his family graveya had a 
touch of those valleys that, as Scott 
said of’ another compatriot, ‘* seemed 
more fair after Burns had peopled them 
with his poems.’’’ It might have pleased 
the author of ‘‘ Waverley ’’ to see an 
cpera chorus in kilts. 


The Philharmonic Soclety. 


There was a new American compost- 
tion on the program of the Philharmonic 
Society’s concert last evening in Carne- 
gie Hall, Henry Hadley’s tone poem, 
“The Ocean,” Op. 99, which had then 
its first performance. It is his latest 
work and was not finished till last 
month. Mr. Hadley’s inspiration was 
more specifically derived from the 


“Ocean Ode’’ of Louis K. Anspacher, 
a poem not of the first order, of which 
a number of stanzas are quoted in the 
program notes. 

It is hardly necessary to add that the 
music deals successively with the 
‘‘wind’s hoarse blast’’ and the waves 
that ‘‘gnash and spume and foam and 
seethe and fret,’’ while the ‘ echoing 
thunder crashes tremendously from on 
high ’’; with ‘‘ naiads bowed in graceful 
slumber’ and ‘‘ waves soft gliding’’; 
with ** dreaming moonlight ”’ and 
‘‘night’s deep sapphire pall.’’ These or 
similar visions have moved many com- 
posers to musical expression. 

Mr. Hadley is not the least of them. 
He commands fluently all the utterances 
of the orchestra appropriate to such con- 
cepts. His music is richly ‘colored, well 
scored for the orchestra and ingeniously 
contrasted in its material. Of the spe- 
cifically musical value of the work, of 
its originality and individual inspiration, 
there is less to be said. It is not music 
that lingers in the memory as potently 
expressive; @nd like other of Mr. Had- 
ley’s compositions, it leaves a sense of 


too much fluency, too much facility too] 


easily ended. 

As associate conductor of the corches- 
tra Mr. Hadley, of cours2, directed the 
performance himself, and with skill and 
confidence, bringing out all its effec- 
tiveness and sonority, which were duly 
appreciated. 

The program contained, besides, Al- 
bert’s instrumentation of a preluile and 
fugue of Bach with nis own superposed 
chorale—an unfortunate tampering with 
a masterpiece, so far as concerns the G 
minor organ fugue—Wagner’s ‘“ Sieg- 
fried Idyll’”’ and Tschaikowsky’s YFi¢th 
Symphony. 


‘HEARTBREAK HOUSE’ FAILS.

Ever since this trophy was first placed 
in competition back in the dust-covered 
past of the National Horse Show it has 
been a most coveted prize and annually 
has attracted the undivided attention of 
the horse world.

four days the show has been In progress.

Gains Cup Permanently. 


Under the deed of gift the cup be- 
comes the property of the owner win- 
ning it three ttmes. Since last night’s 
was Judge Moore's third victory, the 
cup is now his personal property. He 
won it first in 1913 with Lord Seaton, 
and ‘repeated in 1917 with Micah. Mrs. 
Cummings, who formerly was Miss Isa- 
bella Wanamaker, also had won the cup 
twice prior to last night. She had 
scored in 1918 with -Fireaway, and 
again last year with the same horse 
R. Lawrence Smith held one leg on the 
trophy, having won the competition in 
1919 with Hamilton Star. 

While the competition in this event 
has always been keen it is doubtful 
whether it ever was quite as spirited as 
last night. After Lord Brilliant had 
finall been eliminated from further 
consideration for the biue and the cup, 
the judges took considerable time before 
making their final award. Mrs. Cum- 
ming’s Netherlhali’s Pride broke once 
during the closing stages of the test, 
and many at the ring attributed the 
awarding of second place to this horse 
to this unfortunate break.

This was the second defeat of the day 
for Kitty Melbourne. It was another 
“pony owned by Mrs. Putnam that ear- 
lier scored over the Woodroyd Farm's 
star. Prior to the stake event Kitty 
Melbourne and Buckley Fame met in 
a spirited duel in the class for ponies 
in harness, over 13 and not exceeding 
13.2 hands. 

After all the other ponies except Buck- 
ley Fame and Kitty Melbourne had been 
eliminated from consideration for the 
blue and red ribbons the judges kept the 
horses in action for the evident purpose 
of deciding which had the better sus- 
tained action. The award finally went 
to Buckley Fame. A coincidence in this 
connection is the fact that both of 
these animals were formerly the proper- 
ty of William S. Miller of Perthshire, 
Scotland, who showed them with great 
success abroad. He has judged in Olym- 
pia at England and also at The Hague, 
Holland. He, his wife and daughter are 
attending the show in the Armory. He 
is commana one of the best hackney 
horse experts in England. 

Melbourne Fire, the eventual winner 
of the stake event, did not experience 
as much difficulty scoring his victory in 
the class for ponies in harness, over 13.2 
hands and not exceeding 14.2, for the 
prize offered by George B. Hulme, as 
did his stablemate, Buckley Fame. And 
this in spite of the fact that Sir Eric, 
which later was runner up in the stake 
test, was also entered in this class. Mrs. 


Mrs. Putnam Pleased. 


These victories scored by Mrs, Putnam 
attracted much attention from devotees 
of the horse show and she fairly beamed 


her satisfaction as each award was 
made. The performances of her horses 
undoubtedly were a decided feature 
and proved the quality of the animals 
she brought to this country. She has 
scored many. notable victories at the 
Olympia in England, but has long cher- 
ished the desire to come to America and

An event of much importance and one 
that attracted twenty-two of the best 
saddle horses was the $2,000 stake for 
animals over 14.2. It was the third 
stake to be decided since the show 
opened, and after a competition that 
lasted for upward of three-quarters of 
an hour the prize was awarded John P. 
Crozer’s Bohemian Astress, a handsome 
bay mare, 7 years old. The award was 
made after a close tussle, and after all 
but six of the entries had been elimi- 
nated. Mrs. Loula Long Cormbs’s Hazel 
wey. was placed second, Mrs. Walter 
H. Hanley’s Driftwood Blaze third, John 
P. Crozer’s Sir John fourth, S. T. Harbi- 
son & Co.’s Firestone fifth, and O. W. 
Lohman’s Mildred Star sixth. 

Twenty-two horses entered the ring as 
the judging began. Thirteen were quick- 
ly eliminated and the battle continued 
among the surviving nine. Three of 
these were finally excused from further 
competition, and the final placing was 
started. 

Botemian Actress has the distinction 
of being the only saddle horse that was 
ever sold at auction for $12,000. It made 
its first appearance this year early in 
the Spring at the Devon Horse Show, 
where it won. It was then retired and 
only recently was brought back to com- 
petition. Last night tte mare was rid- 
den by J. Davis, who handled her to 
great advantage.

Fruithurst a Champion.

The fourth day’s program was one of 
the most varied that have been offered 
thus far and there were few of the 
classes judged that did not attract much 
interest. Incidentally, a majority of the 
classes afforded some of the keenest 
competition yet seen, and the good-sized 
crowd that attended was well rewarded. 

Four-in-hands were shown for the 
|first time during the exhibition when 
|teams exceeding 14.2 were judged for 
conformation, style, manners and all- 
around action. Three exhibitors com- 
pleted. Mrs. Loula Long Combs, one of 
the leading winners of blues at the 
show, was compelled to withdraw her 
entry because of the unfitness of two of 
her four horses, occasioned by their long 
trip from Kanegas City to this city. 

Judge William H. Moore added fur- 
ther to the laurels acquired by his stable 
when his four-in-hand, driven by him- 
self, was presented with the blue. 
Franklin B. Jourdan, who exhibits 
under the name of the Marlin Farm, 
gathered in the red. His team was 
driven by Jack Donnelly, and a unique 
thing in connection with this was the 
fact that it was the first time the four 
horses had been in harness together. 
Considering this, they made an excel- 
lent showing. 

The Smithtown Hunt Cup event pro- 
vided some real competition. It wags 
for hunters ridden by amateurs, mem- 
bers of a recognized hunt club. Isaac 
H. Clothier Jr. finally carried off the 
honors on his Judge. The award was 
well received by the big gallery, and 
after he had been presented with the 
cup in the ring Mr. Clothier made one 
round of the ring over the jumps, carry- 
ing the cup in one hand. The Rally 
Farm's Ballymachshane captured the 
red; the yellow went to. Glendalough, 
owned by the Foxcatcher Farms and 
ridden by William du Pont Jr., and 
fourth went to Nancy Pansy, also own»sd 
by the Foxcatcher Farms and ridden 
by Mr. du Pont. 

The Edgeware Challenge Cup, present- 
ed by Captain Bertram W. Mills, was 
another of the high lights of the day. 
The cup is offered for the best Ameri- 
can bred hackney, stallion, mare or 
gelding, over 14.2 to be shown in har- 
ness. The cup is to be won twice in suc- 
cession by the same owner, or three 
times in all. Some disappointment was 
occasioned by the failure of Seaton 
Saxon to compete in this event. Judge 
Moore’s fine stallion won the cup a year 
ago and on Wednesday won the hackney 
stallion championship. The blue in the 
Edgeware Challenge Cup was finally 
awarded to the Montpelier Farm’s 
Montpelier Corinne, with Judge Moore’s 
Monorieff adjudged next best.

FRANCE LAYS PLANS 
FOR OLYMPIC GAMES 


Athletic Carnival in 1924 Will 
Be Centre of Long Series 
of Expositions.

PARIS, Nov. 17.—France is planning 
to do things on a very big scale when 
the Olympic games are held in- this 
city. The year 1924 will in itself be a 
big year and the authorities are evolv- 
ing schemes to organize a whole series 
of expositions lasting two years, 

In regard to the games themselves, 
the Cabinet Council today heard the 
views of Henry Pathe, High Commis- 
sioner of Sports and Physical Education, 
and, acting on his advice, decided that 
“the Olympic organization should be 
placed under the control of the Foreign 
Minister, as the games are essentially 
an international matter. It was also 
decided to place before the Chamber of 
Deputies a law authorizing the Govern- 
ment to spend 20,000,000 francs on the 
organization. 

The final decision regarding the exact 


spot where the games will be held will 
be left to the Paris Municipal Council, 

Meanwhile, it has been decided to hold 
an international exposition of decorative 
art in 1924. The idea, which had been 
discussed before the war but retarded 
by the latter, has now been taken up 
again. It will last through the Sum-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—On the de- 
elsion of the United States Supreme 
Court in the Consolidated Gas Company 
of New York case, in which argument 
was begun today, will rest the disposal 
of several million dollars now in the 
hands of a Special Master. This money 
represents the difference between the 
charges made for gas during the last 
several months and the eighty-cent rate 
fixed by legislative statute in New York 
State. The Consolidated Gas Company 
contends that the eighty-cent rate is 
_ Confiscatory, and the Supreme Court has 
been asked to intervene. The case has 
occupied the time of a Special Master 
and the Federal District Court in New 
York since May, 1919, and is one of the 
bulkiest on record, consisting of 19,849

exhibits. 
The opening argument today was 


made by John,A. Garver of Shearman 
| & Sterling, solicitors for the Consoli- 
Gated Gas Company, who has associated 
with, him former Judge William T. 
Ransom of Whitman, Ottinger & Ran- 
som. The defendants are the Attorney 
General of the State of New York, rep- 
resented by W. W. Chambers, Deputy 
Attorney General, and the District At- 
torney of the City of New York, rep- 
resented by John P. O’Brien, with sev- 
eral members of the office staff ‘of the 
Corporation Counsel. The Public Ser- 
vice Commission, the third defendant, 
filed no brief. This, said Mr. Garver, 
could only be explained on the ground 
that the commission was satisfied with 
the decisions of the Spe 
Federal Judge Hand. | 

On the resumption of the arguments 
tomorrow Mr. Chambers will be first 
heard, followed by Mr. O’Brien, and the 
closing argument will be made by former 
Judge Ransom.

The Su- 
preme Court of the United States had 
decided that the city snould not be a 
party to the case, he contended. 

The Consolidated Gas Company had 
made no great effort, said counsel, to 
prove the valuation of their properties 
on a maximum basis, but had simply 
introduced the valuations fixed by the 
city for making assessments. The Special 
Master found that the fair value of the 
company’s property, on which it was en- 
titled to an adequate return, was $74,- 
654,381, while, on the company’s expe- 
rience, it would probably not reccive in 
1920 a return of more than §&98,700, or 
ebout 1.2 per cent. upon this valuation 
and which would represent a return at 
the rate of 8 per cent., which the Mas- 
ter considered reasonable,. upon cnly 
$11,233,750. The Master therefore recom-

“This court, having regard to the dif- 
Ferences in the estimated values given 
by the experts to some of the proper- 
ties,”’ he said, ‘‘ thought that possibly 
under an actual trial of the 80-cent rate 
the company might earn as much as 6 
per cent., and that this would not be 
confiscatory. But with that narrow 
1argin under prewar conditions, it must 
7 inevitable, while the cost of every 
Yommodity was ee two and three 
fold and the price of labor was 4qd- 
vancing even more rapdily, that a com- 
pany which could barely attain an ade- 

uate return under an 80-cent rate in 
1906 could not possibly do it in 1918 
and the years following, when its taxes 
were greatly increased, and when it 
was obliged to expend at least double 
the amount previously expended for 
Jabor and for materials, coal and oil, 
in which the advance in price was rel- 
atively greater than in commodities gen- 
erally.’’ 

Mr. Garver further said that the court 
would take judicial notice of the in- 
creasing rates granted during the last 
few years to public utilities in all parts 
of the country, all similarly affected by 
the universal advance in the cost of op- 
eration. The Special Master had found 
that a return of 8 per cent. on an in- 
vestment of this kind was necessary to 
secure capital for its successful con- 
tinuance. 

The Distrit Court had affirmed that 
finding, Judge Hand saying the evidence 
indicated that 8 per cent. was the going 
rate at the present time. 

The gas company, during the last fif- 
teen years under the 80-cent rate, had 
not had a return on its investment 
of more than 4 per cent., and at times 
it had been less than 3 per cent.

APPROVE UNION OIL MERGER 


Royal Dutch to Get 72% of 10,- 
000,000-Share Capitalization. 


Stockholders of the Union Oil Company 
of Delaware at a spécial meeting at the 
company’s offices yesterday approved 
the merger of all its properties, except 
the tankers, with the American proper- 
ties of the Royal Dutch Company. This 
action was expected, as one of the Direc- 
tors of the company said sometime ago 
that sufficient proxies were in the 
hands of the management to insure the 
adoption of the plan. A total of 823,027 
shares were represented at the meeting. 

The managements of the two compa- | 
nies, as a result of the official action of 
stockholders yesterday, are now ready to 
go ahead with plans for organizing a 
new company chartered under the laws 
of Delaware, with a capitalization of 
10,000,000 shares of no par value. Of 
these 72 per cent. will go to the Royal 
Dutch Company and 28 per cent. to the 
Union Oil of Delaware. 

It is believed that the formation of the 
new company will be completed around 








Jan. 1. The property of the Union Oil 
Company of Delaware not included in 
the merger terms will be liquidated as 
soon as possible. Distribution of the 
stock of the new company is also ex- 
pected soon.

Changes About Evenly Divided. 


Business in the stock 
day was again active, the. turnover 
being in excess of 800,000 shares. The 
movement of prices was so irregu'ar, 
however, that*net changes at the close 
were about evenly divided between ad- 
vances and declines. Certain groups of 
stocks, including the rails, coppers, 
sugars and issues like Pullman, Haskell

The Size of the “Short Interest.” 


There was a great difference of opin- 
ion in the financial district yesterday 
as to just what is the size of the short 
interest in the market at the present. 
Naturally, the professionals who sell 
for a decline are ever-present, but their 
kind of selling appears to have spread 
to every quarter, and many people are 
short of stocks who hardly knew, up to 
a few months ago, that such a thing as 
short selling existed. Still, the testi- 
mony in Wall Street over the size of 
the existing account is very divergent. 
The head’ of one house, for instance, 
expressed yesterday the opinion that 
there is a bigger short interest in the 
market now than ever before in the his- 
tory of the Stock Exchange. He based 
his judgment on a survey of figures 
collected from a large number of houses, 
most of which are heavy lenders of 
stock each night, and which now are 


putting out more than they have ever 
been called on to loan. On the other 
hand, the head of another house ex- 
pressed the opinion that the short inter- 
est is well scattered and confined 
largely to the more volatile stocks. The 
amount of stocks lent each night in the 
stock loan market offers very unsatis- 
factory opportunity to gauge the short 
interest, because most of the houses 
with a speculative following never enter 
the market, arranging their borrowings 
outside.

Reactions in Forelgn Exchange. 


Yesterday’s fractional reaction in 
sterling, when most people were begin- 
ning to talk of much higher rates, re- 
called the difficulty which has existed 
ever since 1919 of keeping the rate 
above $4 for any length of time. On 
the other hand, reactions have occurred, 
sometimes severe, while the sterling 
market was still definitely on the up 
grade. In the spectacular advance of 
April, 1920, when sterling had risen to

RIORDON CREDIT EXTENDED. 


Canada Paper Concern Gets a Year 
to Make Setlements. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MONTREAL, Nov. 17.—A formal meet- 
ing of creditors of Riordon Company, 
Limited, unanimously ratified the pro- 
posal for an extension of credit of one 
year to Nov. 19, 1922. It is probable 
some new financing will soon be at- 
tempted through creditors and share- 
holders. 

The plan under consideration is the 
raising of $1,500,000, unsecured creditors 
and preferred shareholders to contribute 
at the rate of 10 per cent. of their 
claims or holdings. This issue would be 


secured by segregation of the Gatineau 
assets and placing them up as collateral. 

Operation of the Kipawa mill, the 
largest pulp producer of the organiza- 
tion, has met with success. It has been 
decided to reopen the Hawkesbury plant. 
Attention soon will be turned to the 
American plants. 


$2,000,000 IN FARM LOANS. 


Advanced by War Finance Board to 
Ald Agriculture and Live Stock. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Forty-eigtt 
advances, aggregating $2,074,000, for 
agricultural and live stock purposes, 
were approved today by the War Fi- 
nance Corporation.

Jersey Central Rallroad Obeys Court 
Order Dissolving Coal Combine. 


The Central Railroad of New Jersey 
announced yesterday the sale of 169,- 
788 shares of Lehigh & Wilkes-Barre 
coal stock to a syndicate composed of 
the Burns Brothers’ interests, minority 
stockholders of the coal company, and 
some independent coal interests. Jack- 
son E. Reynolds, Vice-President of the 
First National Bank, is the syndicate 
manager. He is a Director of the coal 
company and has been identified with 
it for twenty years. 

“The total consideration to be re- 
ceived by the seller is, in round fig- 
ures, $32,500,000," according to the 
statement of the company. ‘‘ The dates 
of payment of the instalment are Dec. 
6, 1921; July 1, Aug. 1, Sept. 1, and 
Oct. 1, 1922. The first payment to be 
received by the selling company will 
be about $10,000,000.’’ 

On April 26, 1920, the United States 


Supreme Court sustained the Govern- 
ment’s contention that the Reading 
Company controlled railroads and coal 
companies in violation of anti-trust 
laws, and ordered the dissolution of the 
combine which included the Lehigh & 
Wilkes-Barre Coal Company. <A com- 
mittee composed of Robert W. de For- 
est, Edward T. Stotesbury and Daniel 
Willard was appointed on Sept. 29, 1921 
to dispose of the Jersey Central’s coal 
stock before Dec. 11, the limit set by 
the court. Lg final day for receiving 
bids was Nov. 16.

night by J. P. Morgan & Co. on the fol- |

10 per cent. with a minimum of $500; | 
above $75,000, 5 per cent. with a mini- | 
mum of $7,500. 

The allotments aré the smallest ever | 
made in the financial district. At the | 
same time subscriptions were the largest 
for an issue of this size ever received | 
by J. P. Morgan & Co. A total of 67,912 | 
individual subscribers asked for a total 
of $488,142,900 bonds, an average of 
$7,188 per subscriber. ‘The number of 
subscribers asking for $5,000 or less to- 
taled 44,218, for an aggregate of $126,- 
424,000. The number of subscribers for | 
bonds of $1,000 and less numbered | 
25,452, asking a total of $22,383,000. 

In a letter sent out last night by the | 
syndicate managers after allotments | 
had been made, J. P. Morgan & Co.|} 
made this announcement: 

‘*In view of the fact that we received 
67,912 . subscriptions aggregating more | 
more than $488,000,000, we have not} 
deemed it feasible to follow our general 
custom of alloting in full the applica- | 
tions for $1,000 bonds or less.

quire to make deliveries to your custom- | 
ers, bonds will be delivered to you in 
denominations which will enable you to 


make such deliveries in accordance with | 
the subscriptions which you have re-| 
ported to us.’ 

Partners of J. P. Morgan & Co., de- | 
clared yesterday that there was every 
evidence of ‘‘ padding ’’ in the subscrip- 
tions. Many subscriptions were received, 
they said, for a figure approximately 
double that of the bonds actually 
wanted, the subscribers hoping, of 
course, in the scaling down process, that 
they would get approximately the 
amount of bonds desired. This padding 
of subscriptions and the consequent low | 
allotment of bonds are expected to cause 
a great deal of complaint. For instance, 
an investor who desires $100,000 worth 
of bonds, and who has put his order in 
through his broker for that amount, will 
get but 5 per cent. of the bonds desired, 
with a minimum of $7,600. It is a ques- 
tion whether he will accept the small | 
amount tendered or cancel the entire 
subscription, putting his $100,000 into | 
another issue. | 

Evidently there is no way to stop the | 
padding of subscriptions, although in|} 
this particular case the bankers have a | 
very good idea of just how many bonds | 
each subscriber actually wants. They 
point out, however, that such tactics | 
work a hardship on every subscriber | 
who sends in his order for the amount |} 
of bonds he actually wants.

| TARIFF ACTION DEMANDED. 


National. Manufacturers Also Want 
American Valuation Plan. 


Immediate action on the tariff bill 
and adoption of the so-called American 
system of valuation were demanded yes- 
terday at a meeting of the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers in the Hotel 
Pennsylvania. Many specific instances 
of impositions on busines& men as a re- 
sult of the present ad valorem system 
were given by the speakers, who said 
there was streng propaganda organized 


to defeat the proposed system when it 
comes before Congress. 

A. Cressy Morrison, of .the Electro- 
Metallurgical Company, of Niagara 
Falls, told of purchasing a steel cut but- 
ton in a store in New York City for 
which he paid $2. He traced it back 
through the customs and found it was 
part of an importation at a cost of $2 
a dozen. He said jack-knives imported 
at 36 cents to $1.10 a dozen were selling 
for several dollars each, as a result of 
the present valuations. 

Four blocs aligned against the Amer- 
ican plan were mentioned by Wilbur F. 
Wakeman, Secretary of the American 
Protective Tariff Association. They 
were, he said, the imparters’ hloc the 
international bankers’ Bide, whien with 
frozen credits was opposed to anything 
that would diminish wholesale importa- 
tons; the domestic dye manufacturers’ 
bloc, and the agricultural bloc, Manu- 
facturers must awake to protect their 
interests unless they were prepared to 
lose heavily, he said.

Reparations Burden, Says Dis- 
conto Gesellschaft, Responsible 
for Mark’s Collapse. 


Taxation of industries in Germany, on 
a scale without parallel in any other 
country of the world to provide interest 
and sinking fund service on the repara-— 
tion debt, is predicted in the near future 
by the Disconto Gesellschaft of Berlin in 
an exhaustive review of the decline in 
the German mark which was received 
yesterday by Adolph Koehn, New York 
representative of the bank. The insti- 
tution, one of the largest in Germany, 
attributes the violent decline in the 
mark to ‘‘an outward sign of a deep 
rooted crisis.’"’ The bank points out 
that the deciding factor in the decline 
in exchange is the burden of the repara- 
tions obligations and not speculation in 
foreign exchange. The statement con- 
tinues: 

‘‘ No financial policy, however cleverly 
devised, can put Germany in a position 
to meet the reparations obligations from 
eurrent revenues unless she succeeds in 
enormously increasing her export trade. 
As long as we are unable to wipe out 
our present adverse trade balance, an 
aim which, apart from the still existing 
stagnation of international trade, is 
rendered more difficult owing to tariff 
walls erected tn several of the most i:m- 
portant foreign markets, in other words. 
as long as we are unable to accumulate 
a surplus of foreign exchange by export 
trade, we have to secure them for repa- 
| rations purposes by selling paper marks 
Thus on the one hand marks are con- 
tinually being offered, causing a drop 
in value, and on the other hand a new 
lissue of paver money proves inevitable 
; “* Very often views are expressed in 
,forcign newspapers to the effect that 
}the fall of the mark is less due to repar- 
jations payments than to the activity of 
the note printing press in order to de- 
liberately cause inflation, thus insinuat- 
ing an intention on Germany's part to 
|prove her inability to pay reparations 
to the extent imposed by the ultimatum. 
It is, of course, not to be denied that 
the causes of continuous inflation on 
the one hand, and the depreciation of 
the mark on the other, cannot be di- 
|voreed.. The basic cause is, however, 
widely different fyom what the foreign 
press believes it to be, and we have al- 
ready intimated why-—in the present 
state of affairs—inflation is unavoidable. 

‘‘In June last we had figured the 
annual réparation amount (two billion 
gold mark fixed annuity, plus 26 per 
eent. on the value of export aggregating 
70 billion paper marks) based on one 
gold mark to equal fourteen paper 
|}marks, to be 48 billion paper marks. If 
we base our calculations on the present 
ldollar quotation, taking the gold mark 
at 29, the amount of annual paymerts to 
be provided for in paper marks would 
he inereased by 30 billion to 78 billion.

MINING TOWN’S GOOD ROADS 


Bisbee Provides Concrete Streets Up 
Steep Canyons.

Frem the town of Bisbee, Ariz., comes 
an interesting illustration of the in- 
creasing recognition that good roads are 
a valuable asset to a community. P. H. 
Halleck, City Engineer of Bisbee, which 
is the largest town in the Warren min- 
ing district, reports that during 1919 
and 1920 there were laid 42, square 
yards of concrete streets, replacing many 
wern-out and gravel pavements. The 
lceation of the town is at the bottom of 
a gulch, in the Mule Mountains, and 
the residence district spreads over the 
| slopes of several canyons leading from 
the centre of the city. More copper is 
taken frem the Warren district than 
| from any other section of Arizona. 

The concrete streets lead up the 
various canyons, and most of them must 
at times serve as waterways, A number 
|ef unusual features were adopted in the 
| design and construction of the pave- 
ments, largely because of the rugged 
topography and the torrential rainfall 
during July and August. The new con- 
crete roads were built from the proceeds 
of a $200,000 twenty-year serial bond 
lissue, which is to be retired by general 
taxation with no assessment on abut- 
ting property. 

The pavements vary in width from 
eighteen to forty feet, and are neces- 
sarily winding and largely on grades of 
from 1 to 8 per cent., since they lie in 
the bottoms of the canyons. The slab 
thickness is uniform at any one point, 
but varies from five to. eight inches, 
depending upon the soil and the traffic. 
On Main Street, where motor trucks 
carrying seven tons of ore from some 
of the smaller mines come into Bisbee, 
the slab was made eight inches thick 
on the right hand side, but only seven 
inches on the other side, upon which 
these heavy loads do not come. 

To prevent undermining at the sides 
of the pavement, concrete cut-off walls 
{were put in along its edges, unless a 
‘foundation wall was already in place, 
E was frequently the case. These walls 
| 





extend down three feet below the sur- 
face of the pavement. Unusual care 
was given to the curing. The pavement 
was ponded in hot weather, and cov- 
ered with two inches of earth in the 
cooler months. For two weeks the slab 
was kept wet, and all traffic was 
barred for three weeks. 

Bisbee’s streets carry a large volume 
of mixed traffie, varying in character 
from pack trains of burrgs bringing in 
ore to huge motor trucks also loaded 
with ore, Street cars, automobiles, 
steel-tired wagons, all use the pave- 
ments. Mr. Halleck feels confident that 
the new concrete roads will give highly 
satisfactory service for the diverse traf- 
fic of the town.

Several cross currents in cotton trad- 
ing yesterday resulted in small net 
changes in prices at the close. Liver- 
pool continued to decline, prices there 
showing a loss of nearly 9 cents a pound 
from the high levels early in October. 
Strong sterling exchange stiffened New 
York and increased pressure abroad. 
Both buying and selling operations were 
put through for foreign account in view 
of narrowing differences between the 
two markets. For the first time in 
weeks, the four active trading posi- 
tions were close together. Trading was 
mainly in swaps and straddles, with 
final prices 2 to 15 points lower than 
Wednesday’ s. 

Morning developments again were de- 
pressing. Not only did Liverpool fail 
to advance, but an estimate of 7,300,000 
bales ginned up to Nov. 13 was in cir- 
culation. Prices opened 10 to 18 points 
lower, byt without. disclosing a weak- 


ness that would carry on a decline. In 
fact, covering of cotton sold on Wednes- 
day’s advance soon brought a recovery 
of the entire loss. The strength of 
sterling accounted largely for active 
buying of contracts. With sterling at 
$4, relations between New York ‘and 
Liverpool are wholly different from 
those existing when rates were at $3.75. 
Arbitrage houses became free buyers, 
particularly of March and May, against 
sales abroad. Operations of this kind 
supplied the main activity of the morn- 
ing. There was scattered trade buying, 
but little outside speculation. Some 
operators who bought yesterday became 
nervous over the action of Liverpool, 
supplying contracts to fill foreign de- 
mand. Continued light spot sales in 
Southern mariets and absence of any 
sign that mills once more were i nthe 
market influenced sentiment. 

For a time Liverpool withstood arbit- 
rage selling, but as this pressurg abroad 
increased prices gave way. A. decline 
of more than 70 American points 
brought the two markets within 350 
to 375 points of each other. As Liver- 
pool weakened, selling pressure in New 
York increased, causing a sharp decline 
of 80 points. This carried March off 
50 points from Wednesday's high level, 
with a great deal of cotton appearing 
for sale, as January and March touched 
16.50. Around 16% cents for March, 
better support came. Demand for May 
halted the downward movement. This 
was followed by a wave of covering 
that brought a 25 point recovery at mid- 
day, March advancing from 16.50 ‘to 
16.75. Both in New York and in New 
Orleans January lost ground, compared 
with March. January sold 8 _ points 
under March here, and as much as f 
points under ‘in New Orleans. Absence 
of urgent demand for actual cotton has 
brought preSSt?te on near positions, cut- 
ting down differences. At the same 
time, new buying seemed to be cen- 
tered in May rather than in January. 
In New Orleans January sold 4 points 
under May, compared with 10 points 
above on Wednesday. Holders of near 
positions shifted to distant months, 
making a liberal supply of contracts 
available in January, but compelling an 
advance in prices whenever buying 
orders were executed in May. 

Reports from dry goads circles indi- 
cated unsettled conditions in many 
lines. The recent slump in prices for 
raw materials, instead of bringing 
greater activity, has had a disturbing 
influence. Difficulty has been experi- 
enced in obtaining a large volume of 
new business at recent higher levels, re- 
sulting in price concession. In some 
quarters curtailment in production is 
being discussed unless more active de- 
mand develops. The dry goods situation 
is reflected in demand for actual cotton, 
buying for domestic and foreign account 
continuing spasmodic. This has brought 
greater selling pressure on near posi- 
tions in the contract market, especially 
since notice day on December comes 
next week. 

Several covering orders were executed 
the last hour, advancing prices to the 
best prices of the session. March sold 
as high at 16.81, when demand suddenly 
;ceased. Room traders attempted to re- 
sell the last few minutes, all positions 
losing 10 points or more. Closing orders 
were mainly on thé selling side but 
May contracts were in demand only two 
points below Wednesday's close. There 
was no definite trend to the market at 
any time.

‘ Only One of Four Now on Board 
Is Named in Civil Ser- 
vice List. 


THREE TO LOSE POSITIONS 


Action of Education Board In Mak- 
Ing Appointments Temporary 
May Be Tested In Court. 


The eligible lst for examiner in the 
Department of Education has just been 
issued by the Municipal Civil Service 
Commission. This ends the spirited con- 
test for the position which pays $7,700 a 
year. The name of only one of the four 
examiners now occupying the office ap- 
pears on the list, which contains thir- 
teen names. 

One hundred and forty-seven men and 
women filed applications last March and 
April for the position. Ninety-four can- 
didates submitted theses and appeared | 
for the assembled technical examination. | 
Of this number twenty-nine, having re- | 
ceived more than 75 per cent. in both | 
theses and technical examinations, were | 
summoned for the oral tests.

fifteen days. The fact that Mr. Shee- 
han is fifth on the list seems to assure | 
his selection by the Board of Education. 
The Civil Service Commission certified 
three names at a time, and does not 
certify except upon request the same 
Mame more than three times. The prac- 
tice in effect means that three out of 
the first five on the list must be 
chosen. 

The eligible list may be contested in | 
the courts by the three examiners who 
will be ousted from their places to make 
way for those on the eligible list. Mrs. 
Grace Strachan Forsythe, formerly Dis- 
trict Superintendent, who was denied 
participation in the examination by the 
Civil Service Commission because she 
filed her application too late, has an- 
mounced that court action would prob- 
ably be taken to make her temporary 
eppointment permanent. She and ‘the 
other two examiners .were originally 
elected by the Board of Education for 
a term of four years. 

After they had been elected and had 
been sworn into office, the Board of 
Education rescinded its resolution and 
eppointed them for a four-months pro- 
visional term and has since reappointed 
them pending the promulgation of the 
eligible list. It is expected that court 
tests will be based on the contention 
that the Board of Education could not 
rescind a formal appointment. This 
will bring into question the authority 
of the Board of Education’ to make 
appointments to a positién claimed by 
the Municipal Civil Service Commission.

BOYS TO COLLEGE 


William E. Harmon Foundation 
Will Also Establish Play- 


grounds in Towns.

The establishment of playgrounds in 
towns, and aid to college students of | 
humble means, are two objects of the 
William E. Harmon Foundation, incor- 
poration papers for which were handed 
up to Justice Benedict in the Brooklyn 
Supreme Court yesterday.

*“‘A mutual aid association for col- 
lege students will be a branch of the 
foundation,” Mr. Harmon said yester- 
day. ‘‘ Bach year groups of boys, 100 
in each, will be selected in various parts 
of the country, and will be loaned from 
8800 to $500 yearly at 4 per cent. inter- 
est to help them through college, the 
oan to be repaid in annual instalments 
eginning one year after graduation. 
The young men will then become mem- 
pees of the association, with the privi- 
ege of naming their successors for the 


aid. 

‘““The playground work I have been do- 
ing in towns all through the country, 
one of them at Lebanon, Ohio. Another 
is now being organized at East Ruther- 
ford, N. J., and will be taken over by 
the foundation, A parcel of real estate 
is selected, and divided into minute por- 
tions, as many as there are persons in 
the town. The children in the public 
schools are told about the playground 
work and are shown how to be amateur 
salesmen, disposing of deeds for these 
portions at $1 each.”

Chance for Gift Goods Jobber. 

The establishment of a real jobbing 
business in merchandise for gift shops 
was stressed yesterday by a business 
man. The smallness of the average gift 
shops, many of which are run by women 


of limited means, makes direct selling 
by the‘manufacturers undesirable. ‘The 
lack of real jobbers in the trade further 
complicates the distribution problem of 
the producers by making necessary di- 
rect shipments to retailers of goods sold 
by the agents and the further need, on 
the part of the manufacturers, of carry- 
ing stock in order to do this. The chief 
difficulty in carrying on a real jobbing 
business in gift artciles appaarently is 
the multiplicity of novelties that would 
have to be stocked without any assur- 
ance that they would sell freely.

cated Consignment. 


DICKERING LEADS TO A RAID 


U. S. Agents Tell of Finding Well- 
Equipped Liquor Shop in Eleventh 
Street—Three Arrested. 


The right of Edward J. Hart, whole- 
sale druggist at 2,316 Eighty-sixth 
Stree., Brooklyn, to handle Hquors un- 


Ider his wholesale druggist permit, issued 


June 30, 1921, was upheld yesterday in 
a decision. by Federal Judge Edwin L. 
Garvin in Brooklyn. Judge Garvin 
signed an order directing the return to 
Hart of 996 cases of Whisky, seized by 
Federal prohibition agents at the Walla- 
bout Railroad Terminal the last month. 

The application of the Government for 
an injunction restraining Hart from re- 
taining possession of the liquor because 
Hart was a former saloon keeper and 
had received permits to~handle liquor as 
a wholesale druggist was dismissed by 
Judge Garvin. 

It was held by the Court that the per- 
mits had been issued legally and that 


Hart could receive proper snipments of | 


liquor and forward it to those to whom 
it was consigned. 


Government to Appeal. 


Assistant United States District Attor- 
ney Kopff, in Brooklyn, said last night 
the Government propably would appeal 
from Judge Garvin’s decision. If an ap- 
peal is taken, the Court will be asked 
for a stay of the execution of Judge 
Garvin's order. 

The seizure of the whfSky consigned to 
Hart was made, it is understood, chiefly 
on the ground that the size of the ship- 
ment was out of proportion to the quan- 
tity of drugs carried in the stock. Up- 
ward of a dozen seizures of liquors con- 
signed to drug firms were made by the 
agents, and this is the first cause in 
which an order has been made directing 
the return of any of the confiscated 
goods. 

The action of Judge Garvin in ordering 
the return of the whisky will not have 
any effect on the investigation to be be- 
gun today by the Federal Grand Jury 
into the activities of Hart in handling 
liquors, Mr. Kopff said. 

Agents on the statf of.Acting Federal 
Prohibition Director Yellowley ran into 
somthing new in methods resorted to 
for the evasion of the dry law in ar- 
resting three persons and seizing twen- 
ty-eight cases. and four quarts of whisky 
at 6 o’clock last night. The raid, by 
Acting Chief Enforcement Agent R. QW. 
Merrick and Special Agents Louis Wien 
Jr. and Jacob Estes, was made on a 
combination residence and tailor shop 
at 114 Bast Eleventh Street. 

On Wednesday night one of the agents 
had bargained with one of the prisoners, 
Mr. Yellowley said, for a quantity of 
whisky at $60 a case, making a deposit 
of $100. The three agents called last 
night to pay the balance and obtain the 
whisky. On the ground floor of the 
Eleventh Street place is a tailor shop, 
conducted by Abraham Posmer. The 
third floor is used as a dwelling. From 
the ground floor to the third floor a 
dumbwaiter is operated. This, Mr. Yel- 
lowley said, was used for conveying 
liquor to customers in the tailor shop. 

On the third floor the liquor was 
found. The agents discovered, Mr. Yel- 
lowley said, that the house was wired 
elaborately for bells and buzzers used 
as signals. Mr. Yellowley said a con- 
siderable business had been carried on 


in the tailor shop outside of mending 


and pressing clothing. 

The persons arrested were Mr. 
Mrs. Abraham Posmer and Abraham 
Goldberg, a jeweler. Mr. Yellowley said 
the agents obtained evidence that Gold-

the place bore a label showing that it 
was old bottled and bond stuff, but the 
agents said they believed it was noth- 


ing better than alcohol containing color-
